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BRITTLE HOPE CF SAVING ANY OF 
THE MINERS IN THE TWIN SHAFT. 


The Work of Attempted Rescue Be- 
ing Prosecuted Under Dangerous 
Circumstances—Everything Being 
Done to Reach the Section of the 
Mine Where the Men Were When 
the Disaster Occurred—A Search- 


ing Investigatiou to be Made. 


PrttsTon, Penn., June 29.—There ix little 
probability that any 
Were entombed yesterday by the cave-in 
at the Twin Shaft of the Newton Coal 
Company will come out of the pit alive. 
The prevailing opinion is that all of them 
already are dead. Nevertheless, the com- 
pahy is doing everything possible to reach 


the part of the mine where the men were 
working when the accident took place. 

It may not be said, however, that the 
work of exploration is progressing satis- 
factorily. The searchers are encountering 
difficulties and dangers which threaten to 
prolong their undertaking to such an ex- 
tent that even if any of the entombed men 
are alive now it will be impossible to reach 
them in time to save their lives. 

The friends and relatives of the entombed 
men haunt day and night the head of 
the shaft, hoping against hope that some 
of the rescuing party may bring up a word 
of cheer. But as one gang after another 
reaches the surface and answers the eager 
questions with only a sad shake of the 
head, hope dies out again and despair ap- 
pears in the countenances of the unhappy 
ones. 

The rescuing party that went into the 
shaft this morning returned at 6 o’clock 
this evening, and, as they jumped from 
the carriage, the foreman was heard to say: 

“‘No hope of rescue as yet.” 

Later on it was learned that the situation 
inside is changing almost hourly, owing 
to the continuous caving or “ squeezing,” 
and on this account nothing whatever can 
be told as to when the men can be reached. 

The rescuing party to-night are working 
their way to the point where they propose 
to start digging to-morrow morning. They 
will continue to timber as they go, and 
the work of the rescuers is a most danger- 
ous one. 

Henry McMillan, inside foreman of the 
Barnum Mine, who went into the, pit this 
afternoon to make a careful survey, says 
that in his belief the caving will continue 
more or less for a week. The fall is im- 
mense, and the progress of the diggers 
when they do commence to dig will depend 
entirely on the solidity of the fall. 

Prominent mine officials from all parts 
of the country were on the scene to-day 
discussing the sad disaster from every 
standpoint. 

A conference was held during the day, at 
which reportS were made to the effect that 
the fall is the largest ever known to any 
miner in.this valley, and that the cave is 
still going on. Among the officials who 
were present were Mine Inspector Blewett 
of Scranton, Anthony Horn, Superintendent 
of the Pennsylvania Coal Company, Pitts- 
ton; Superintendent Davis of the Dodson 
Coal Company, Plymouth; H. H. Ashley, 
general manager of the Parrish Coal Com- 
pany, Wilkesbarre; J. L. Cake, manager of 
the Clear Spring Coal Company, West Pitts- 
ton, and J. Bennett Smith, practical engi- 
meer of the Hazard Works, Wilkesbarre.

Water has been running into the 
Shaft since yesterday, and to-day it has in- 
creased in volume. 

Both the Lackawanna and Susquehanna 
Rivers run in close’ proximity to the Twin 
Shaft. 

From the surface to the point where the 
tock begins there is at least 146 feet of 
what is known as river wash. From this 
point down to the bottom—or the level 
Where the men are—there was previous to 
the fall 280 feet of rock. As long as this 
remained intact there was perhaps more 
leakage through the crevices into the mine 
than in mines which are not in such close 
proximity to large bodies of water. When 
the fall occurred the 280 feet of rock re- 
ferred to must have been shattered, al- 
lowing the water to pour into the mine in 
large quantities, until the open space be- 
low was all filled. The very natural con- 
Sequence of this is that if the victims did 
mot lose their lives under the fall they 
came to their deaths by drowning. If 
this be true, and there is no reason to 
doubt that it is, it will be impossible to

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THREE KILLED BY AN EXPLOSION. 


A Boiler Blown Up in the Office of The 
Houston Age. 


Hovston, Texas, June 29.—Shortly after 3 
o’clock this afternoon a boiler in the office 
of The Daily Age exploded, killing Engineer 
Henry Lyons, Miss Mattie Loeb, a ste- 
nographer in the office of W. G. Van Vleck, 
Vice President and General Manager of 
the Atlantic system of the Southern Pacific 
Railway; Edward R. Emery, telegraph 
operator in the same office, and seriously 
injuring Mr. Van Vieck himself. 

The Daily Age office occupies a three- 
story building on .Congress Street, and 
fronting on Court House Square. The en- 
gine and press rooms are situated in the 
rear, on the lower floor. The force of the 
explosion carried the entire boiler, which 
was of eighteen horse power, across a va- 
cant lot back of the building, where it 
struck a_ small galvanized-iron structure 
and was deflected upward and crashed its 
way into the general offices of the Southern 


Pacific Railroad, on Franklin Avenue, over 
300 feet from the scene of the accident. 

Mr. Van Vleck was dictating to Miss 
Loeb when the boiler crashed through the 
brick wall into the rear of the building, 
taking everything in its way. Miss Loeb 
was carried nearly twenty feet from her 
chair, and was found afterward buried un- 
der a mass of débris. She lived only about 
twenty minutes. Mr. Van Vleck was car- 
ried some distance also, but escaped with 
serious cuts on the head. 

In the next office, divided by a thin par- 
tition, were two telegraph operators, Ed- 
ward R. Emery and Theodore Grice. The 
former was struck by the boiler and in- 
stantly killed, while his companion escaped 
practically unhurt. In the next office the 
hat of Charles Hunnewald, the only inmate, 
was carried from his head, but he, too, 
escaped with but a few scratches. 

Henry Lyons, the unfortunate engineer 
whose carelessness probably cause the 
accident, was torn to pieces and literally 
dismembered. By his left hand, which was 
blown off the arm and carried some distance 
from the body, lay the stopcock which was 
used to turn cold water into the boiler, 
open. He was seen in a saloon shortly 
before the disaster and left with the re- 
mark that he must go and attend to the 
boiler. The theory is that during his ab- 
sence the water got low, and the turning 
on of the cold current caused the ex- 
pose. He had no relatives in this sec- 
tion. 

The inmates of the editorial, business, and 
composing rooms of The Daily Age, which 
are situated in the front and upper part 
of the building, were uninjured, as the 
force of the explosion was all in the oppo- 
site direction. he damage to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Building will reach $9,000, 
while The Daily Age’s loss cannot be over 
$1,000, unless further investigation reveals 
some injury to its new perfecting press. 





CRUSHED BY AN ELEVATOR, 





Charles J. an Attendant, In- 


jured at Police Headquarters, 


Charles J. Lyons of 182 East One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-ninth Street, an elev@tor 
attendant at Police Headquarters, was bad- 
ly crushed yesterday by pneing caught be- 
tween the electric elevator and the floor of 
the fourth story. He was taken to St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital in an ambulance. A serious 
defect in the machinery was the cause of 
the accident. 

Lyons was a war veteran, and received 
his appointment as an elevator attendant 
just a month ago yesterday... He was 
named through Commissioner Parker, 
whose private messenger he was when the 
Commissioner was an Assistant District 
Attorney. 

Lyons, about 5:30 o’clock, started the car 
to the third floor. He got that far, but 
when he tried to stop the. car there was 
sométhing the matter with it, and instead 
of coming to a halt it ran to the top at 
great speed, ‘throwing Lyons te the floor 
and then rebounding.. This renpound caused 


the accident to the attendant. He as 
caught between the car and the floor of the 
fourth story. 

Lyons uttered a cry and fainted. Acting 
Inspector O’Keefe and others ran up stairs 
to the fourth floor. Lyons’s legs were hang- 
ing over the floor of the car. This was all 
that could be seen of him from that part 
of the house. Policeman oe! went to 
the roof of the buiuu.ng with an axe, while 
another axe was procured for the persons 
on the fourth fioor. The glass in the door 
was smashed and it was seen that Lyons 
could not be rescued from his position with- 
out moving the elevator. , ; 

Roundsman O’Brien went down stairs, 
and while Quigley, who had cut a hole 
through the well on the roof, held Lyons’s 
head so that his face would not be scraped. 
O’Brien slowly lowered the car by revers- 
ing the motor. This brought Lyons’s body 
to such a position that it could be taken off 
the car by. the men in waiting. He was re- 
moved to the court room. 

An ambulance was sent for and the sur- 
geon made a hasty examination. He said 
that the man would have to be taken at 
once to the hospital. It was said later at 
St. Vincent’s that Lyons broke. several ribs 
and received. a severe shock, but would 
probably live. 

Only twenty minutes before the accident 
the .car ran to the roof in the same peculiar 
manner with Lyons inside of it. Its rapid- 
ity was not as great as when he was 
thrown down, but he was badly frightened. 
He told Acting Inspector O’Keefe, whom he 
took up a little later, that it might be the 
last time he would carry him.

CHILD PROBABLY FATALLY BURNED 





Climbed Up to Get a Penny and Set 
Her Dress Afire. 


Ida Small, four years old, was probably 
fatally burned yesterday afternoon at her 
home on the top floor of 190 Ludlow Street. 
She was alone in the rooms, ner mother 
being in a neighbor’s apartment with her 
other three children. ida was trying to 
get a penny whica was on the shelf above 
the range, upon which was a lighted gas 
stove. She climbed upon the stove and 
secured the penny, but while doing so her 
dress took fire from the gas stove, and in 
an instant she was in Hames from heal to 
foot. 

Her mother, who heard her cries, ran and 
extinguished the flames with a tablecloth. 
The child was frightfully burned, and when 
an ambulance arrived from .Gouverneur 
Hospital ‘the surgeon would not remove her, 
saying that she would live only.a few hours. 

William McCann, an employe of the Fire 
Marshal's office, who was passing, sent a 
hurry call to Bellevue’ Hospital for an am- 
bulance. Dr. Miller, who responded, said 
that there was no hope of saving the child’s 
life, but that he was _ willing to take 
her to the hospital. The father had in 
the meantime called in three doctors, and 
when they agreed that Ida would die, the 
father decided not to let her be removed to 
the hospital.

SEVEN HORT IN COLLISION 





TROLLEY CAR AND ALE-LADEN 
TRUCK MET IN JERSEY CITY. 





Traces Broke and Truck Horses Ran 

Away Down Hill, Mounted the 
Footboard, Broke 
with Truck Pole, and Trampled 
on Passengers—One Horse’s Neck 
and the Other’s Forelegs Broken 
—Two Women Taken to Hospitals. 


Car’s Seats 


Seven persons were injured in Jersey City 
yesterday in a collision between an ale 
truck and a trolley car, two seriously and 
five Slightly. That no one was killed out- 
right was little short of miraculous, as the 
car was an open one, and the horses -that 
ran into it jumped upon its footboard and 
the pole of the truck was jammed into 
the car with such force that two of the 


seats were torn up and their occupants 
were thrown in a heap on the floor. 

The person most severely injured was Mrs. 
Nellie B. Hayden of 403 Stuyvesant Avenue, 
Brooklyn. She was struck on the head by 
the truck’s pole. Her right cheek was laid 
open from the forehead to the chin and her 
jaw was broken, She will recover, but 
probably will be disfigured for life. Harold 
H. Marks, her nephew, six years old, re- 
ceived a severe scalp wound. 

Mrs. Jane Benn of 217 Montgomery 
Street, Jersey City, was also struck by the 
truck’s pole. She received a severe scalp 
‘Wound. Her six-year-old son, Walter was 
injured in the same way. Her infant child 
which Mrs. Benn held in her arms was un- 
hurt. Dr. Broderick says Mrs. Benn was 
also struck by a hoof of one of the horses. 

Mrs. Effie Schaffer, seventy years old, 
Mrs. Benn’s mother, who lives at 82 Web- 
ster Street, Newark, was badly bruised 
about the body. 

Mrs. Catherine Wilburg of 127 Ninth 
Street and Mrs, Margaret Hogan of 227 
Grand Street, Jersey City, were similarly 
injured. ' 

All the injured were helped from the 
wreck by witnesses of the accident and 
taken to the offices of Dr. Broderick and 
Dr. Muttart, near by, where their wounds 
were dressed, after which all but two were 
sent to their homes. Mrs. Hayden was 
taken to the City Hospital and Mrs. Wil- 
burg to St. Francis’s Hospital. 

The truck and team that caused the acci- 
dent belonged to Christian Fiegenspann’s 
brewery, in Newark. The driver was Will- 
fam Beck of Newark. The truck was a 
heavy one, and carried seventeen barrels of 
ale. As it was descending the Communipaw 
Avenue hill to Ocean Avenue the traces 
broke, and the horses ran away. As the 
team neared Ocean Avenue Trolley Car No. 
41 of the Consolidated Traction line was 
going up the Ocean Avenue side of the hill 
at a rapid rate, on its way to Bayonne. 
Several persons on the sidewalks shouted 
to the motorman to stop, but, as he could 
not then see the truck, he gave no heed to 
their warnings. Both vehicles reached the 
intersection of the streets at the same time. 
The horses dashed upon the footboard, and 
the truck’s pole was thrust into the car, 
sweeping the occupants of two seats to the 
floor. Then, as the horses plunged and 
reared, the pole tore away the two seats 
and wrecked the car. One of the horses 
broke ‘its néck, and fell dead; the other 
broke both of its forelegs, and was after- 
ward shot to end its misery, 

Beck, the driver of the truck, who was 
thrown to the ground, unhurt, said he had 
applied the brake to the truck) and had his 
horses well in hand at the moment the ac- 
cident occurréd. Owing to the impetus the 
team and’ truck had acquired, Kowever, he 
was, unable to stop, them; neither could he 
turn out of Conimunipaw Avenue... All he 
could do was tg go on.in a direct line. 
Knowing this, he, too, shouted to the mo- 
torman to stop, but to no purpose. These 
statements were corroborated by witnesses 
of the accident, but Beck was locked up at 
the Communipaw Avenue Police Station 
pending an investigation. 

Albert Raddell, the motorman, raid he 
heard several persons shout to him to stop, 
but he did not know what they meant, be- 
cause he could not see the truck until the 
car reached Communipaw Avenue, and then 
it was too Iate to avoid the collision. 

After the wreck had been cleared away 
the uninjured passengers were transferred 
t> other cars and sent to their destinations, 





MOVE AGAINST A GAS TRUST. 








Charters of the Brooklyn Companies 
That Have United Threatened. 


ALBANY, June 29.—Attorney General Han- 
cock ehas set a hearing, at noon, July 13, on 
the application of John C. Lester that he 
begin an action to annul the charters of 
the ss3ven Brooklyn gas companies. under 
the name of the Brooklyn Union Gas Com- 
pany. Paul Kk. Deferc and Charles W. 
Hyde of Brooklyn, representing the peti- 
tioner, appeared before the Attorney Gen- 
eral to-day, under the impression that a 
hearing would be had at once. The Attor- 
ney General, however, conferred with Ber- 


gen & Dykman of Brooklyn, attorneys for 
the company, who asked for delay, which 
was granted. 

Mr. Hyde, in referring to the applica- 
tion, said: ‘“‘The seven gas companies in 
Brooklyn were consolidated some time ago 
iuto a single ccmpany, under the name of 
the Brooklyn Union Gas Company. Pre- 


- vious thereto the individual companies had 


charged an average rate of.90 cents for 
1,000 cubic feet of gas in Brooklyn. After 
the combination the consolidated com- 
pany took advantage of the law which 
allows a charge of £1.25 per 1,000 feet in 
Brooklyn. The Brooklyn Union Gas Com- 
pany has a capital of $15,000,000, and is- 
sued bonds to a like amount, all but $500,- 
000 of which was exchanged for the stock 
and bonds of the individual companies. 
The merging ot the individual companies 
into one corporation forms a most flagrant 
abuse of the anti-monopoly laws of this 
State, as its object was primarily and 
solely for the purpose of increasing the 
profits of individual. companies through 
ro eemameng and the absence of competi- 
tion.” . 
Mr. Lester is a citizen of Brooklyn, and 
this application requests the Attorney Gen- 
eral to begin an action to annul the char- 
ters of the individual companies and to 
restrain the consolicated corporation from 
continuing business, on the ground that 
they are violating the law to prevent re- 
straint of trade and an increase of price. 





Blind Woman Getting First Papers. 


Five more blind women declared their intention 
of becoming citizens of the United States and 
received their first papers from the clerks in the 
Naturalization Bureau, in order to receive their 
pensions from the Indigent Blind Fund in the 
hands of the Commissioners of Charities. There 
were also ten more new applicants, all of whom 
were widows or wives of native or naturalized 
citizens of the United States. When these ad- 
ditional applicants appeared Clerk John H. Loos 
telephoned to the Commissioners of Charities 
that there was no necessity of naturalizing the 
wives or widows of citizens. The Commissioners 
telephoned back that they would submit the ques- 
tion to the Corporation Counsel for his opinion. 
Meanwhile no more blind wives or widows of citi- 
zens will be naturalized until Mr. Scott renders 
his opinion. 





Cotton Mills Will Cut Production, 


ATLANTA, Ga., June 29.—Nearly all the impor- 
tant cotton and woolen mills in the South were 
represented, either in person or by proxy, at a 
meeting of the textile manufacturers held here 
to-day. The object of the meeting was to de- 
vise means of relieving the present depression 
in the market. As a result, it was decided to 
call on all miils to curtail production 50 per 
cent, during the next ninety days.

A Landing Float Collapses and 


Throws Many into the Water. 


Boston, June 29.—By the overturning of 
a float at Castle Island this afternoon four 
children were drowned, two were seriously 
injured, and a score or more received a 
thorough wetting. Those drowned were: 

COLE, JAMES F., eleven years old, of South 
Boston. 

McDOWELL, LAWRENCE, 
of South Boston. 

UNKNOWN BOY, twelve years old. 

WASHBURN, James H., nine years old, of 
South Boston, 

Those seriously injured were: 

“DUFFY, LILLIAN, eleven years old. 

SAMPSON, HARRY, ten years old. 

South Boston observed Farragut Day to- 
day, and in honor of the event the South 
Boston Historical Society had distributed 
a large number of buttons among children 
entitling them to a free ride from City 
Point across to Castle Island. 

The little steamboat Ella, Capt. E. W. 
Webber, arrived at the float on Castle 
Island with a big list of children passengers 
from the Point at 2:30 o’clock, and began to 
unload them just as fifty children on _ the 
Granite Pier started on a run down the 
gangplank to go aboard. The two crowds 
met, the float upset, the gangplank split, 
and about thirty children were thrown into 
the water. 

The officers of’ the steamer, Sergt. Mc- 
Gath, United States Army, stationed on 
Castle Island; Lieut. Watkins of Police 
Station 12, and several others played a he- 
roic part -n rescuing the children, who were 
soon hauled togthe pier. Among them was 
John Haley, a young man with a wooden 
leg, who jumped from the pier and saved 
Young Sampson, holding him up until both 
could be rescued with a boat and line. 

Four bodies were soon recovered. The 
divers later searched the water around the 
pier, but found no more bodies. 

The float was built last May under a con- 
tract awarded by the Park Commissioners, 
and the builders are censured for its filmsy 
and faulty construction. It was small and 
cheaply built of narrow timber and oil bar- 
rels, and was not property weighted or fast- 
ened, while the gangplank leading to it was 
made of knotted and thin yellow pine rails 
and planks.

What Gen. Thomas Has to Say About 
the Campaign Work. 


There is evidently an important split in 
the anti-Platt ranks in this city, and it 
is all about the proposition of a lot of 
amateur politicians to start out a parlor- 
car crusade all over the State in the inter- 
est of the destruction of the Platt ma- 
chine.

SHIPMENTS OF GOLD TO EUROPE. 





Over $1,000,000 in Coin for To-day— 
One Batch Not to Affect Reserve, 


The gold shipments to Europe to-day will 
aggregate $1,050,000 in coin. Lazard Fréres 
send $700,000, and Seligsberg & Co. of 7 
Wall Street send $350,000. The last-men- 
tioned amount was withdrawn from the 
Sub-Treasury under peculiar circumstances. 
Its withdrawal was at first accredited to 
J. & W. Seligman & Co., and the report 
caused much surprise in Wall Street, as it 
has been a rule of the Seligmans not to 
export gold. 

Inquiry disclosed the fact that the $350,- 
000 represented funds collected by J. and W. 
Seligman & Co. for their Berlin corre- 
spondents, on overdue coupons of the gen- 
eral mortgage bonds of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco Railroad. The coupons were 
due the ist of last January, but the re- 
ceiver of the railroad company was not able 
to pay them until last week. The Berlin 
bankers cabled the Seligmans to send the 
money to them in gold. The Seligmans 
cabled to Berlin that they never —— 
gold, and requested further instructions. 
Their correspondents sent word to have the 
money turned over to Seligsberg & Co., 
which was promptly done, and this firm 
oeanee for the shipment of the coin to- 


ay. 

The Messrs. Seligsberg withdrew the 
$350,000 of gold from the Sub-Treasury on 
Assay Office checks, consequently its with- 
drawal did not affect the net gold reserve. 
The sum of $50,000 in American eagles was 
taken out of the Sub-Treasury yesterday 
for shipment to Canada. 





MANLEY DECLINES TO SERVE. 


Will Not Be Secretary of the Repub- 
licau Executive Committee, 


CANTON, Ohio; June 29.—J. H. Manley of 
Maine has written a letter declining to be 
Secretary of the Republican National Ex- 
ecutive Committee, on the ground that the 
place ought to be held by some one more 
closely connected with Major McKinley. 

Col. Osborne of Boston probably will be 
selected for the place. 

It is understood the Chairmanship of the 
committee was offered to Mr. Quay, and he 
declined to accept it. 





Comniussioner Waring Sustained. 


The appeal of Henry C. Corsa against his dis- 
missal by Commissioner Waring from the office 
of District Superintendent tn the Street Clean- 
ing Department was denied in a decision handed 


down yesterday by the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court. Col. Waring first dismissed Mr. 
Corsa and then reinstated him. Mr. Corsa had 
decided to sue for reinstatement under the 
Veteran law, and as he did not report for duty 
when Col, Waring reinstated him, he dismissed 
him for being absent. The court held that the 
dismissal was justified and that the Veteran 
act did not protect Mr. Corsa in neglecting to 
report for duty when ordered to do so, 





Dierkes Sent to Elmira, 


John M. Dierkes, former bookkeeper for the 
Cc. & H. Mallory: Steamship Company, pleaded 
guilty yesterday before Judge Newburger, in Part 
IV., General Sessions, to forgery in the third de- 

ee. It was alleged that the Mallorys lost over 

20,000 by the peculations of Dierkes. Lawyer 
Abraham Levy, counsel for the accused, produced 
many letters asking that clemency be shown. 
Mr. Mallory joined in the request, when Dierkes 
promised to help straighten out the books and 
show where the money went to. The Judge 
sentenced Dierkes to the Elmira Reformatory. 





Canada to Appeal to Rome, 


MONTREAL, June 29.—Leading Liberals of 
this province contemplate sending a delegate to 
Rome with a view to having a decision from the 
Vatican regarding clerical influence in this coun- 
try.

GOLD FIGHT IS KEYING UP 





THIS IS THE WAY MR. WHITNEY 
PUTS SOUND-MONEY BATTLE. 


No Idea Whatever of Giving Way in 
Struggle—Men from the East Rally 
to His Support—Southern Men to 
Line Up Also, with Backing from 
Silver States—Michigan and the 
Contest Possible Concerning Its 


Delegates. 


William C. Whitney came to ‘his city 


froin Long Island, where he rested over 


Sunday, and spent the day at his house, 2 


West Fifty-seventh Street. 
Much of his time, was devoted to his mail 
and to the telephon>, which called on him 


for information and advice with reference 
to the coming political struggle. 

Since it was :nnounced thot ne is going 
to Chicago to do battle for sound money, 
those who are interested in the fight on 
both sides have been deluging him with 
correspondence. He has a basketful of 
literature on tne subject. 

Those who thought Mr. Whitney's inter- 
view published Sunday morning indicated 
that he had “ quit’ or was ready ‘9 start 
for Chicago with a gold plank in one han? 
and a compromise in the other Gid not un- 
derstand the intent of the interview, for 
Mr. Whitney, from what he cold a reporter 
for THE NEw-YorRK TIMES yesterday, has 
not quit. 

“The gold fight is keying up in all the 
Eastern States,’’ was the way Mr. Whitney 
put it. He is determined to go to Chicago 
with the prospect of a hard, and possibly 
a long drawn out, contest before him, and 
the men from the other States in the East 
—the sound-money men in the commercial 
centres—have rallied in a way that gives 
promise of a royal battle. 

There is evidence at hand that there will 
be a strong and influential backing for the 
Eastern men from States which have de- 
clared in their platforms for free silver, and 
this gives fresh courage to the Eastern 
contingent. 

Through Col. H. S. Haines, the President 
of the Plant system, word came to this city 
yesterday that a considerable delegation of 
business men from Atlanta, who believe that 
a declaration for free silver would be of 
serious injury to business, will go to Chi- 
cago to line up with Mr. Whitney and his 
associates in behalf of.sound money. 

How large a backing from the silver 
States is expected Mr. Whitney does not 
say, nor do any of those who have been in 
conference with him pretend to say, but 
there are indications that a “‘ back fire’’ of 
gold will be set in many of the States where 
the blaze has been sweeping all the poli- 
ticians before it in.a sheet of silver flame. 

The key to the situation as some regard it 
lies in Michigan. That State has twenty- 
eight delegates, who were instructed to vote 


as a unit. They stand on:a gold platform, 
although it is claimed that some of the dele- 
gates are free-coinage men. The silver men 
have declared their intention.of unseating 
some of these—enough to give a majorit 

to the silver cause—and allowing the unit 
rule to do the rest. 

It is*to gain a two-thirds majority of the 
convention ‘that this will be done, if it be 
done at all, and the extreme silver men 
‘are claiming that with the twenty-eight 


yotes from - Michigan .they. will have the

«the long-standing rule, which re- 
quires that majority. 
’ The table sublished in THe New-York 
TimMps yesterday gave the silvér men 586 
delegates, and it put the 28 from Michigan 
in the gold column. A change of the Michi- 
gan ‘vote would fail to give the silver men 
a two-thirds majority, for with the transfer 
they would still be 6 .votes short of two- 
thirds. 

The threat of the silver men, however, 
makes Michigan about the most interesting 
State in the entire situation. 

The closeness of the fight is indicated, 
too, by the desperate tactics of the silver 
men who have made this threat. If the 
men are unseated, it will be on a techni- 
cality, for the convention that selected the 
delegates at large and ratified the district 
delegates voted, after a struggle on the 
platform, to make the nomination of dele- 
gates unanimous, according ro Mr. Dickin- 
son, who has recently been in this city. 

When the time comes,’ in the Committee 
on Candidates, for this part of the silver 
men’s programme to be carried out, the 
gold men wil] be ready to produce the de- 
tailed history cf the events in Michigan 
which resulted in the selection of the dele- 
gates whose names are on the roll with cre- 
dentials from the State Convention. 

The name of Senator David B. Hill has 
been mentioned for the boanporery: Chair- 
manship of the convention. It is expected 
in this city that the National Committee 
will favor a sound-money man for this posi- 
tion because it is conceded that a majority 
of the committeemen are for sound money. 
Tf this shall prove to be the fact Senator 
Hill is likely to preside.

Senator Cullom Says They Will Nomi- 
nate Bland or Some Other 


Crank for President. 





THE TWO-THIRDS RULE BOTHERS THEM 





Few of the Delegates in the Conven- 
tion City at Present—The Sit- 


uation May Change. sa 


CuHIcaco, June 29.—The National Demo- 
cratic Bimetallic League and the Altgeld 
State delegation are the first organized 
bodies. to occupy the field here. Senator 
Harris, Chairman, and Secretary T. O. 
Towles of the Bimetallic League, which is 
a silver league, arrived to-day, with Sen- 
ator Jones of Arkansas, Senator Cockrell of 
Missouri, and some other silver gentlemen 
who renew their assurance to the Ameri- 
can public that it was not A. J. Warner and 
the Populists who started the silver craze, 
but the Democratic Bimetallic League. 

These gentlemen will find Altgeld and 
“Buck” Hinrichsen, his Secretary of State 
and -factotum, disputatious about this claim, 
and in the conference which the league and 
the Illinois delegation are to hold to-morrow 
Atgeld unquestionably will contend for rec- 
ognition of his influence in convincing part 
of the Illinois Democrats that free coinage 
is desirable and some praise for having so 
managed the primary elections that the 
gold Democrats of the State had nothing 


to say about National delegates or State 
platform and candidates. 

All the silver Democrats are enthusiastic 
and confident. They are enthusiastically in 
favor of declaring for a 16-to-1 platform, 
and are stimulated to that end. by every 
new proposition for compromise. When 
they talk about McKinley as sure to 
carry only the State of Vermont, as one 
of them suggested to-day, it is apparent 
why they are determined that the counsel 
of gold men shall be heard only to be re- 
jected. 


Silver Men Bound to Have Their Way. 


The Illinois sound-money Democrats who 
intend to make before the National Con- 
vention the fight for representation denied 
to them in the Ilinois primaries will find 
out the reckless determination of the silver 
men to wipe out all obstructions to a dis- 
tinct and as near as may be unanimous 
silver declaration. 

Until delegates from different States shal! 
arrive and begin to discuss politics, all the 
gossip here will not count for much. The 
silver leaders who are here have come early 
to catch the early delegates. The avowed 
object of the Bimetallie League is to hold 
daily conferences, so as to draw together 
and keep together the silver men. 

Altgeld undoubtedly will advise the meet- 
ing to-morrow that the silver men must be 
on: their guard lest they be bought up by 
Mr. Whitney, who is talked of as a man 
who is coming West with a pay car loaded 
with wealth feloniously squeezed from the 
West. This feeling of alarm does not in- 
spire confidence in the depth of the silver 
convictions, and it certainly appears to be 
unwarranted, in view of the large majority 
of silver delegates chosen to the convention. 


Blocked by the Two-thirds Rule. 


Having easily a majority now for a silver 
plank in the platform, the only obstacle 
to the complete success of their free-coin- 
age programme is discovered by the silver 
men in the ancient two-thirds rule. For 
more than fifty years it has been customary 
for Democrats to insist that their candi- 
date for President shall have two-thirds 
of all the votes in the convention. The 
silver men have less tian two-thirds by 
about fifty votes. Unless these fifty can 
be secured or the two-thirds rule abro- 
gated, there can be no nomination without 
the approval of the minority. The proba- 
bility is that out of nearly 350 sound-money 
men it would be found practicable, after the 
convention had adopted a platform, to win 
fifty votes. But the more Zealous silver 
Democrats, who insist that they can get 
along now and hereafter without the as- 
sistance of gold men, favor the abandon- 
ment of the two-thirds rule. There are,a@ 
few silver Democrats who in this matter 
are conservative, and insist that the can- 
didate for President must have a two- 
thirds vote in the convention. Many more 
than a majority insist that the rule is ob- 
solete and absurd. and that it should not 
be made the rule of the convention. They 
probably will eross the bridge if they can 
do it by dropping. the rule,.as they ‘might 
do by so constituting’ the Committee on 
Rules and Order of Business that it would 
propose a majority rule. ‘Such a rule cer- 
tainly. would be approved by the. silver 
men almost to a man. 

Whispers Here and There. 


There are whispers here and there, whith, 
if they could be heard by the Chicago van- 
guard of silver fanatics, would appeal to 
their fears, if their reason was not alien- 
ated.

“The Populist leaders in both States,” 
said the gentleman referred “are the 
rejected Republican leaders in their Iccali- 
ties, and are politicians. Many of the 
farmers, who once trusted them are discov- 
ering that they are in the Peopie’s Party 
and for free silver simply for place and 
plunder, and they are deserting them. 
Free silver is a strong card with sueh 
political gamblers, but many of the farm- 
ers are more afraid of the dangers of

Headquarters 
Work, 


Silver Leaders Open 


and Preceed to 


By The United Press. 

Cuicaco, June 29.—Contrary to the estab- 
lished rule of such occasions, the Generals 
of the great political battle to be fought 
out next week are arriving in advance of 
the rank and file. Sénator Jones of Ar- 
kansas came in late last night, and this 
morning Col. T. O. Towles of Missouri, Sec- 
retary of the Bimetailic Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, opened up headquarters 
at the Sherman House, in the parlor ad- 
joining that occupied by the Arkansas Sen- 


ator. 

Controller of the Currency Bckels led the 
list of morning arrivals at the Palmer 
fiouse and was closely followed by John F. 
Shafroth, the Republican silver Congress- 
mah from thé First District of Colorado, 
who broke his jourfiey West to keep an ap- 
pointment with Senator Dubois of Idaho, 
one of the bolters from the St. Louis Con- 


vention, ( 

The Bland men from Missouri opened 
headquarters at the Auditorium. Later 
they will have annex headquarters at the 
Palmer House. 

The headquarters of the Bimetailic Dem- 
ocratic National Committee at the Sher- 
man House were the chief centre of inter- 
est to-day, and before Senator Jones and 
Secretary Towles had finished breakfast a 
stack of cards from members of the local 
and State silver contingents lay alongside 
their plates. Once the meal over, their 
pariors were the scene of an ever-changing 
crowd of silver visitors. While he un- 
packed his trunk, Secretary Towles took 
occasion to explain that the Bimetallic Na- 
tional Committee, so far from being a side- 
show, Was thoroughly representative of 
every State and Territory The conven- 
tion’ at Washington last year, which 
b ought it into existence, he said, was com- 
posed of delegates from thirty States, some 
appointed by their State conventions, and 
ethers designated by Democratic Govern- 
evs. It had but one ebject, that of keeping 
the Democratic Party in line with its an- 
cient traditions, chief among which was the 
freé and unlimited coinage of silver. On 
this issue, in States where the Democratie 
Party was not strongly organized, during 
the past two months it had made the fight, 
earrying it down to townships and precincts, 
and while it did not claim credit for the 
overwhelming silver sentiment in the Dem- 
ocratic camp, yet it had largely contrib- 
uted to the present conditions. ¢ 

Senator Jones, when asked concerning the 
possible outcome of the pitched battle be- 
tween the gold standard and silver people 
next week, said émphatically: ‘“‘ Some of 
the gold men may bolt, but not aH of 
them, and those that leave, in my judg- 
ment, will not be either numerous of influ- 
ential enough to affect the result. I am 
absolutely and firmly of the opinion that 
om a straight silver platform, and with a 
strong candidate, we can defeat the Repub- 
liean ticket. As to the candidate, myself 
and.my colleagues are instructed for Mr. 
Bland, and we will vote and work accord- 
ingly.. If, however, the delegates from the 
Central and. Western, States believe that 
somebody else would be stronger than Mr. 
Bland, we will accept their.judgment.. What 
we want is harmony among the silver 
fofces. The purpose of our meeting this 
week is to confer with the various ele- 
ments and map out a line of policy to 
which to adhere until the closing. hour of 
the convention. We must present a united 
front, and we propose to do it.” 

“How do you regard Senator Teller?”’ 
the Senator was asked by a bystander. 

“T have the highest admiration for him,” 
was the reply, “and if he should none to 
be the nominee of the convention he will 
receive my loyal support.” 

*“ And that of every true Democrat,” put 
fin Secretary Towles. 

Senator Harris of Tennessee and ex- 
Speaker Crisp of Georgia are expected to 
arrive before morning. Senator Turpie of 
Indiana will not be on deck until Wednes- 
day, but a quorum of the Central Executive 
Committee will be on hand to initiate busi- 
ness to-morrow morning. 

Controller Eckels left the Palmer House 
imnmediately after breakfast, resumably 
for a conference with some of the Cook 
County gold-standard Democrats. Con- 
gressman Shafroth made a tour of the 
hotels in search of Senator Dubois, but did 
not succeed in locating him. There is con- 
siderable speculation as to the plans and 
intentions of these two representative sil- 
véerites, arid about the Palmer House it 
Was reported that they would seek to effect 
an arrangement with the Democratic Bi- 
metallic Committee in the interest of Sen- 
ator Teller’s candidacy. 

Senator Jones was specifically asked to 
express his views on this point to The 
United Press. He replied: 

“ Ours-is essentially a Democratic organi- 
gation, and I do not see how we could admit 
these gentlemen to participate in our coun- 
ceils, even were any overtures to that end 
received. I take it, however, that if they 
desire to appear before us for the purpose 
of presenting any statement or making any 
suggestions, our committee would be very 

lad to give them a hearing. Beyond that, 

owever, I do not think we could go.” 





MONTANA IS UNCOMPROMISING. 


Demands Bland or Teller on a Six- 
teen-to-One Piatform. 


CHICAGO, June 29.— McKinley has very 
few followers in my State,” said E. D. Motts, 
delegate at large from*Montana to the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention. ‘‘We have 
not much use for his principles. As to the 
feeling in the State as to who should be the 
Democratic nominee for President, that is 
not well developed enough yet to have fixed 
upon one man. Bither Teller or Bland is 
good enough for us.” 

“How about the honest-money element in 
the convention?”’ 

“TI don't think the honest-money men 
cut so much of a figure as is-generally rep- 
resented.

CONVENTION HALL FINISHED. 


Admirable Seating Arrangements— 
The Acoustics Good, 


Cruicaco, June 29.—The Democratic Con- 
vention hall in the Coliseum will be eom- 
pleted to-morrow or tiext day. Thé chairs 
were arranged to-day and the work on the 
speakers’ platform was conipleted. 

A tape liné, laid from thé point which will 
be occupied by the Chairman to the seat or 
the most remote delegate, shows the dis- 
tancé to be éxactly eighty feet. On a 
straight line directly in front of the Chair- 


man the delegate on the back seat will be 
less than sixty feet from the platform. 

The actual space to be oeceupied by the 
delegates is 125 by 50 feet. This space is on 
the main floor, and from it rise the stepped 
slopes of the ticket ho.aers. The delegates 
will be seated in five sections, with an 
eight-foot aisle running all around the re- 
served space and a four-foot aisle between 
the sections. The main aisle in front of the 
platform will be eight feet wide, and extend- 
ing along the aisle from each side of the 
Chairman will be the press sections. 

A test showéd that the acoustics of the 
hall are good. An emphatic “Mr. Chair- 
man” was heard distinctly from one side 
to the other of the great room. A workman 
who was driving nails in the gallery where 
the: most distant seat in the conventjon 
will be was hailed from the farthest corner 
and a long-distance conversation, carried 
on with a little raising of the voiée, showed 
that a man with a good carrying voice 
would be heard by everv one in the hall. 

The decorators began work Faturday and 
suspended two large flags from the roof and 
festooned one of the arches. Hundreds of 
flags and a few miles of bunting and red, 
white, and blue cheesecloth will used in 
embellishing the convention hall, 





QUARRELING AMONG THEMSELVES. 


YTellerites in Montana Disagree as to 
Ways and Means. 


Burre, Mon., June 29.--Congressman 
Charles A. Hartman yesterday addressed 
a loug open letter to Senator Lee Mantle, 
Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, outlining his plan of campaign in 
the interest of free coinage and giving no- 
tice that he will introduce his plan in the 
form of resolutions to the State Convention.

didate for Precident. I shall present to the 
State Convention a resolution instructing 
the Electors to be nominated. by it to vote 
for Mr. Teller for President and for no 
other man who is not in favor of the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, and also instructing, the present 
Representative of the Fifty-fourth Cdn- 
gress that, in the event the election should 
be thrown into the House of Representa- 
tives, he shall vote for Henry M: Teller, 
and tor no other man who is not unequiv- 
ocally in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1.

George W. Allen, delegate at large from 
Missouri; Col. Nicholas P. Bell, John Knott, 
and J. T. Bradshaw, who will watch over 
Mr. Bland’s interests in Chicago, were in- 
cluded in the party.

Arkansas, 16; Texas, 30; Indian Territory, 
6; Oklahoma, 6, and New-Mexico, 6. I have 
letters and personal assurances from lead- 
ers of delegations which satisfy me that in 
addition to the above Bland will receive 
the following votes on the first ballot: Ala- 
bama, 22; Louisiana, 16; North Carolina, 
22; North Dakota, 6; Tenuessee, 24; Dis- 
trict of Columbia, 2; Alaska, 4; Washing- 
ton, 4; Arizona, 6; Nebraska, 6; Idaho, 6;

Affairs of the Colorado Coal and Iron 
Development Company. 


Henry K. Pomroy afid Cornelius B. Gold, 
trustees of the collateral trust mertgage of 
the Colorado Coal and Iroh Development 
Company, through their attorneys, Richards 
& Heald, of 62 Wall Street, filed an at- 
tachment yesterday against all of the prop- 
erty of the company that they could diScover 
iri thig city. This property includes a sum 
of money in bank, sorie bonds in a safe- 
deposit company, and the office furniture 
at 40 Wall Street. 

The attachment Was procured to protect 
the interests of the collateral mortgage 
bondholders in the complicated litigation 
which last week resuited in placing the 
woal and Iron Development Company in 
the hands of a receiver. 

John L. Jerome, Treasurer of the Colo- 
rade Fuel and Iron Company, was ap- 
pointed receiver of the other Colorado con- 
eern, upon the. application, in. Pueblo, of 
President Osgood. The latter, int behalf of 
the Fue] and Iron Company, alleged that 
the Development Company had defaulted 
on the interest on $700,000 bonds, of which 


the Central Trust Company of New-York is 
the trustee. 

H. Thurman Truman, President of the De- 
velopment Company, issued the following 
statement yésterday: 

The announcement of the receivership was a 
total surprise to us, and the Board of Directors 
wiil not consider it formaily untii to-morrow: In 
a general way we make the contention that the 
Coiorado Fuel and Iron Company is one of the 
interested parties. Under the terms of the 
$700,000 Coiorado Coal und iron 5 per cent. 
bonds, issue of 1889, the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company is practically a guarantor of interest 
and taxes on the land. The friends of the De- 
velopment Company, as well as the company 
itseif, have discnarged these claims as: they ma- 
tured—in the aggregate $170,000. They have done 
this to protect the mortgage and stock hoiders. 
In their estimation the Development Coripany has 
a claim against the Fuel Company r that 
amount. It represents interest and taxes for three 
years. The last payment of this nature was 
$17,500, made individually by BE, J. erwind, 
who bought thé Jan. 1 coupins.. The company 
has been compelled to borrow money to meet 
part of these payments, and its iloating dept 
to-day is between $90,000 and $100,000. ost of 
this is secured by land notes and mortgages. 

The Colorado Fuél and ifon Company 
formerly had an office at 18 Broadway. 
That office was vacated about the time that 
the Central Trust Company brought suit 
to recover the defauited interest.

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SHOWS THE FLIMSY FOUNDATION OF 
‘HIS FINANCIAL VIEWS. 


Discussion of Statements Made in the 
Recent Whitney Intefview—Says 
It Will Be a Waste ef Words to 
Argue the Silver .Question Any 
Longer—Sixteen-to-One Men Know 
What They Want to Do and Pro- 
pose to Do It, 


WATERLOO, Iowa, June 29.—Ex-Gov. Boies 
returned this afternoon from his Grundy 
County farm, where he went immediately 
on his return from Hilinois. When asked if 
he intended going to Chicago. soon, he re- 


plied that he had not determined whether 
he would attend the convention or not. 

Mr. Boies’s attention was called to a tele- 
gram from New-York asking his opinion 
in regard to Mr. Whitney’s interview. He 
telegraphed his reply to-night as follows:° 

“Mr. Whitney is entirely right in his 
conclusion that there is no disposition on 
the part of those who will represent the 
Silver sentiment of the South and West in 
the Chicage Convéntion to further discuss 
the matter at issue with men whose views 
are diametrically opposed to their own on 
the currency quéstion. ; 

“He is entirely corréét in his conclusion 
that it is now too late to accomplish any 
practical results by a discussion of that 
character. Through the South and West 
that discussion has been exténded and thor- 
ough, and the views expressed by Mr. Whit- 
ney have been put forward by many men who 
entertain thenf, and they have béen fully 
eonsidered and weighed, and, aftér all of 
this, the judgment of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the party in,these sections is in 
evidence by the class of delegates who have 
been chosen to represent it in the Chicago 
Conventien. 

“Not one of these men can now disregard 
thé known sentiment of those who selected 
him without betraying a trust, and not one 
of them, in my judgment, will ever do so. 

“Mr. Whitney is entirely wrong in as- 
suming that free-silver Deinoecrats aré for- 
saking the fundamental principles of De- 
mocracy or that what he terms ‘ sound- 
money Democrats’ aré defending these 
principies in their endeavor to commit their 
party to gold monometallism. Until the 

epublican Party met in St. Louis, a few 
days ago, there was never a line written in 
a National platform of either of the great 
parties that justifies the claim that the one 
or the other of these parties was committed 
to that doctrine. 

“Over and over again the Democratic 
Party in National Convention assembled 
has put itself on record in the clearest and 
most comprehensive language possible tc 
use in favor of bimetailisin, in favor of the 
restoration of silver to its place in our 
financial system as standard money, and 
never for a moment in the Congress of the 
United States has a majority or anything 
like a majority of the representatives of 
that party wavered in its devotion to the 
prine.ple so clearly enunciated in the party 
platforms. 

‘To assume now that adherence to that 
principle is abandonment of an established 
doctrine of that party is to defy history and 
ignore the most plainly written of all its 
declarations of policy. It is useless f6 claim 
that a tender of the good offices of the 
party to secure an international agreement 
for the free coinage of silver is the ful- 
filament of its pledges so often made, in 
this respect. Te the sincere believer in 
bimetallism for the United States, an ef- 
fort of tHis character is little, if anything, 
less than. an unqualifie@ violation of a 
sacred pledge by a great political crganiza- 


tion. 

“If this is all Mr, Whitney and those 
who think with him can offer, it- will be 
verily better that they offer nothing. 

hen Mr. Whitney says the mainte- 
Hance of our present gold standard is es- 
sential to the preservation of our Nationa] 
credit and redemption of our publie pledges 
he ignores a greet truth of which he can- 
not be ignorant. He knows there is not a 
single obligation of this Nation outstand- 
ing to-day that, by its terms, is payable in 
gold alone, and he knows that right upon 
the face of the great bulk of the bonds of 
the Government it is written in substance 
that they are payable in coin of the United 
States of the standard weight and fine- 
ness of its coins before silver was de- 
monetized, and that, therefore, by their 
own express terms, they are payable m 
our present silver dollars, if the Govern- 
ment elects to so pay them. 

“Tt is since the most of these obliga- 
tions were issued that silver has been de- 
monetized, whereby if they are to be paid 
in |e alone, their yalue has been doubled 
and the burdens of the great industrial 
class, who must provide for their pay- 
ment, has been increased two-fold. To 
talk about a violation of Nationa: honor, 
when no party in the Nation has ever sug- 
gested its failure in the least degree to 
meet every obligation it has assumed, ac- 
cording to the strict letter of the contract 
it made, has. to say the least, a strange 
sound to those who heed the universai 
ery of distress occasioned, as they believe, 
by doubling the purchasing peover of money 
and cutting in twain the arket price of 
the products of labor. 

“Tf to undo what law has done to add 
to the burdens of the toiling millions of this 
Nation and double the fortunes of the rich 
within it, is to disrupt the Democratic 
Party, disruption must come. The majority 
of that party threatens no wrong to any 
one, and if those who compose that major- 
ity ean avoid it, all may be assured that 
they will submit to no wrong such as the 
permanent establishment of a single goid 
standard would impose upon the great mass 
of the peopie of this Nation."’ 





BARKER’S BID FOR VOTES. 


Claims to be the Most Enthusiastic 
of Silver Men. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 29.—Wharton Bar- 
ker, who has announced himself a candi- 
date for nomination for the Presidency, 
gives to the press the following statement: 
If I read the signs of the times aright, Mr. 
Whitney’s threatened bolt will not swerve the 
purpose of the true leaders of the Democratic 
Party; of those men who are patriots, not parti- 
sans, who have the welfare of the producing 
classes at heart, and who revolt at the prospect 


of continued subserviency to the money cliques. 

The fall in prices that is sapping the wealth of 
our producing classes, that is bankrupting our 
manufacturers, ruining our farmers, an re- 
ducing our wage-earning classes to poverty must 
be checked, and it.can only be checked by re- 
moving the cause, That cause js the appreciation 
of goa consequent on discarding silver and 
throwing on gold alone the burden of effecting 
the exchanges of the Western world; and to 
check this appreciation we must restore silver 
to its place as money, side by side with gold. 

To paraphrase the words of Mr, Whitney, this 
is a time when all men who love their country 
must stand together to avert the impoverishment 
of our producing classés, check the transfer of 
the wealth of the industrial classes into the 
hands of the few, through the agency of an ap- 
preciating dollar that requires the repayment 
of $2 worth of produce to meet interest and 
principal, where justice‘requires but $1, and to 
prevent the virtual enslaving of our producing 
classes to an oligarchy of wealth. 

Mr. Whitney tells us to pay our debts in any- 
thing but gold will be dishonest and dishonorable. 
On the contrary, to require the payment of our 
debts with 200-cent dollars is confiscation, It is 
not a question of repudiation, but confiscation. 
Justice requires that where one dollar is bor- 
rowed, one be repaid. The gold contractionists 
demand that for every dollar borrowed, the cred- 
itor shall have the right to exact a dollar in pay- 
ment of interest and principal worth double the 
dollar loaned.

Mme. Macesco Says She Is a Niece of 
the Merchant, 


A new claimant for 4 share of the much- 
litigated estate of the laté A. T. Stewart 
has appeared in the person of Mme. Au- 
gusta Macesco, who arrived here on the 
French Line steamship La Bourgogne Sun- 
day. She was unaccompanied, and her 
replies to questions put by the customs offi- 
cers in such cases led them to détain her 
for further examination by the Special 
Board of Inquiry at Ellis Island. She was 
permitted to land yesterday, and after a 
brief interview with Robert Noah of 194 
Broadway, her lawyer, she went to Lower- 
re, in Westchester County, where she will 
be the guest of Ernest Rothschild, a biscuit 
manufacturer. Mme. Macesco is of medium’ 
height, rathér plump of figure; has gray 
hair, and the bearing of one well-bred. 
Her story was told yesterday by Mr. Noah 
and is in substance as follows: 


Mme. Macesevo is a resident of Bucharest, 
Roumania, whéré: her husband, who is 
wealthy, is @ lawyer and Président of the 
Tribune. She is a daughter; according to 
the statement of Mr. Noah, of James Stew- 
art, who was a brother of Alexander T. 
Stewart. 

James Stewart married Miss Eliza Clinch 
of Philadelphia in New-York in 1543, and 
they went to Paris, where Augusta, the 
present claimant, was born. Her birth 
caused her mother’s death. James Stewart 
returned to New-York, where he died in 
1845. The child had been left in Paris in 
the care of a midwife, who had attended 
her mother, and she remained in her charge 
till She was twelve years old, remittances 
for her support being received from some 
one in America during all that time. 

While still young she was adopted by a 

family engagéd in the silk manufacturing 
business, who afterward beeame wealthy. 
She met her husband when quite young, 
fell in love, and they were married shortly 
afterward. 
Mr. Noah said her husband would have 
accompanied her to this country had he 
not been stricken with paralysis just be- 
fore her departure, and that if he is able 
to come over later he will do so. 

Mme. Macesco is eas come With a #reat 
many documents relating to her identity; 
and the first intimation of the case came 
from the late Benjamin F. Peixotto when 
he was the United States Consul General at 
Bucharest, Mr. Noah said; Mr. Peixotto 
forwarded the papers in the case to Adolph 
L. Sanger. Afier Mr. Sanger’s death, 
United States Vice Consul General William 

Boxshall, at Bucharest, took it in charge 
and worked on it. 

Mme. Macesco was évidently not accus- 
tomed to the méthods of this country. She 
sent a little Roumanian boy, whom she met 
aboard the steamship, to get a carriage, 
afid gave him a dollar to pay for it. He 
got an express wagon instead, and, bag and 
baggage, the claimant mounted the vehicle 
and was driven all the way to Lewerre.

A VOLUME OF FOREIGN RELATIONS. 





Correspondence with Other Nations in 
the Year 1895. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The second volume 
of ‘Foreign Relations” for 1895 will ap- 
pear in the course of thé next month. One 
volume alréady has been received from 
The sec- 
ond part of this history of diplomatic ne- 
gotiations with foreign Governments for 
the last year will embrace the correspond- 
ence with Spain, some of which has been 
made public, especially portions relating to 
the disturbances in Cuba. 

An interesting chapter will be that devot- 
ed to the correspenience with Turkey. It 
will be seen that the subjects of contro- 
versy with that country are not much 
nearer settlement than last year, despite 
the efforts made from Washington and the 
tireless work of Minister Terrell at Con- 
. stantinople, 

In the correspondence with Russia there 
are to be found the same old questions of 
citizenship. 

Under the heading of Venezuela the 
boundary question is dealt with, although 
little new or startling is divulged. Tne 
contributions to the history and theory of 
the engaging topic are multiplied material- 
ly, but nothing is included in the forth- 
coming volume rot already known. 

The correspondence cxhibits the efforts 
which have been made by the Administra- 
tion to maintain and to extend commerce in 
foreign parts. It is shown that this at- 
-tempt has not always met with success, 
and some of the werk so far has been in 
vain. Much spirited correspondence has 
passéd on this subject, notably on the ques-

In 1890 he contributed a “ Life 
of Lord Melbourne ”’ to the series of ‘ The 
Queen’s Prime Ministers,’’ and recently he 
edited, with an introduction, Bamford’s 
“ Passages in the Life of a Radical.”

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TRIAL OF J. D. HART AND OTHERS. 


Accused of Aiding an Expedition te 
Cuba Aboard the Bermuda, 


The trial of John D. Hart, Emilio Nu- 
nez, Capt, John O’Brien, and Mate Edward 
Murphy, charged with aiding a filibustering 
expedition to Cuba on the steamship Ber- 
muda, was begun yesterday before Judge 
Brown, in the Criminal Branch of the 
United States Circuit Court. 

United States District Atorney Wallace 
Macfarlane and his assistants, J. Hinman 
and Max Kohler, represented the Govern- 
ment. Lawyer Horatio Rubens looked after 
the interests of Emilio Nunez, and J. Lang- 
don Ward had been retained as counsel for 
Hart, O’Brien, and Murphy. Lawyer Hay- 
den of Mr. Ward’s firm announced, how= 
ever, that Mr. Ward was too ill to appear, 
A continuance of the case until October 
was asked for. but the prosectition ,op- 
posed a delay, and Judge Brown denied 
the motion. John F. Lewis and W. W. 
Ker of Philadelphia were brought into the 
ease to défend the three men. 

The work of securing a jury réquired 
longer time than had been expected. The 
talesmen were subjected to a rigid cross- 
examination, They were obliged to an- 
swer whether they had any objection to 
war, and if their sympathies leaned toward 
either side in the present conflict in Cuba, 
Of the twenty-five talesmen examined be- 
fore the jury was completed none had 
objections to war, twenty-one were in sym- 
pathy with the Cuban cause, three claimed 
they leaned to neither side, and one caused 
ho litle comment when he announced that — 
sympathized with Spain. , 

District Attorney Macfarlane in his open- 
ing address read Section 5,486 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, upon which the indictment 
against the. men’is based. This section 
declares that any citizen of the United 
States who provides or prepares the means 
for a military expedition against a friendly 
power is. guilty ef .a high misdemeanor. ~ 
Mr, Macfarlane said.that on March 45 Capt, 
éhn O*Brien procured papers at the Cus; 
tam House to clear the Bermuda for Vera 
Cruz, with a cargo of arms and ammuni- 
tion, declaring that the vessel was. te 
carry no passengers. Subsequently the 
Bermuda took on eighty men off Ocean 
City, N. J. Additional arms and ammu- 
nition had also been shipped off the Island — 
of Chicopee, which had been left there: by 
the steamship Laurada, aboard which Hart 
and Nunez had made the trip“o the isiand 
from Philadelphia. 

The District Attorney said Hart had ree 
turned td Philadelphia, but Nunez, O’Brien, 
and Murphy had proceeded on the Bermuda 
to Cuba, where, on March 24, the men, 
arms, and ammunition had been landed in 
the middle of the night, with every pre- 
eaution taken to avoid observation. Nunez, 
he said; was in charge, and superintended 
the unloading or the cargo. 

Daniel G. Hawthorne, Deputy Collector 
of the port of New-York,. testified to the 
procuring of the Bermuda’s clearance 
Papers by Capt. O’Brien, and to the con- 
tents of the ship’s manifest. 

Robert C, Clipperton, British Consul at 
Philadelphia, testified that the Bermuda 
was under British register in March. He 
produced certain letters purporting to come 
from John D. Hart, which were tmarked 
for identification, 

John M. Vandeveer, a Philadelphia Cus= 
tom House broker, said he could not swear 
that Hart had signed any of the papers 
presented by the Government, which were 
intended to show that Hart was managing 
owner of the Bermuda, 

James A. Smith, at first the second stew- 
ard and subsequently chief steward on 
the Bermuda during her alleged Cuban ex- 
peditions, testified to having seen Hart, 
O’Brien, and Murphy on board the vessel, 
He told of eight men who worked around 
as though they were members of the crew 
until the ship left New-York... Then they 
were taken into the cabin and treated as 
passengers. He also told of the stops off 
the New-Jersey coast and the Delaware 
Breakwater, where eight surf boats were 
taken on board. Off the New-Jersey coast 
a number of men-—eighty-one, the witness 
said he had been _told—were taken on board 
from a boat named the Atlantic City, and 
among them was Gen, Garcia. The men 
were subsequently furnished with machete: 
arms, and ammunition, and a regular guar 
was maintained. 

The witness said a number of men had told 
him they ‘“ were going to free Cuba.” He 
described how the orders had been issued 
by Gen. Garcia to his men, and how they 
were put ashore with the stores during the 
night. After that the Bermuda sailed for . 
Porta Cadez, Honduras. He said the boat 
did not touch at Vera Cruz, for which port 
her papérs had been issued. 

The steward was still on the stand wher 
court adjourned until 10 o’clock this morn. 
ing.

QUESTION OF HER RIGHT TO DIS- 
POSE OF INHERITED PROPERTY. 


QVhat a Lawyer Says of the Case of 
Sister Carmelita, Whose Nephew 
Has Brought a Protest Before the 
Surrogate—The Estute Left by Her 
Father Amounts to Between $150,- 
000 and $200,000—Testimony as to 
the Sanity of the Testatrix. 


| The contest over the will of Sister Car- 
fmelita now going on before Surrogate Fitz- 
perald has attracted public attention be- 
pause of the singularity of a nun holding 
p large amount of property in her own 


right. 


| Sister Carmelita, who was known as 


(Mary Frances Baker before she took re- 
ious vows, was the daughter of a wealthy 
contractor. She was forty-seven years old 
fwhen she died last August, and had en- 
tered the order of Sisters of Charity when 
she was eighteen. The property left to 
fher by her father amounts to between. $150,- 
000 and $200,000. 
- Sister Carmelita left the property to her 
fiiece, Mary- Sullivan, and her. nephew, 
Richard Hennessy, has contested the will 
on the ground that his aunt was not of 
entirely sound mind when the will was 
executed, Feb. 27, 1895, about five months 
before her death. 

It is @enerally understood that the mem- 
ers of religious orders of both sexes, in 
tthe Roman Catholic Church, by taking on 
themselves vows of poverty, chastity, and 
obedience, renounce all claims on property 
fwhich they may own at the time of taking 
their vows or which may afterward come 
to them by deed of gift or inheritance. 

A lawver who has had _ considerable 
practice among the Roman Catholic orders 
in this country expistmed yesterday to a 
reporter for THE Nerw-YorRK Times that 
the notion which generally prevails that 
muns and friars must make over all the 
property to the religious orders to which 
they belong is not altogether true. 

“You must begin with the fact,” said 
this lawyer, ‘‘ that under the laws of this 
State neither a nun nor a friar can divest 
sherself or himself of her or his legal rights 
jto property before the ownership is ac- 
‘quired. 

“Thus, in the case of Sister Carmelita, 
‘the property came to her long after she 
thad taken religious vows. The Surrogate 
‘could only inquire whether the sister was 
@ native or a naturalized citizen of the 
State of New-York or of the United States. 
If, then, she was of sound mind and not 
a minor, she might by a deed made for 
that express purpose turn over any prop- 
‘erty which came to her, either by inher- 
fitance or otherwise, to the religious order 
of which she was a member, or to her 
relatives, cr to strangers, or to outside 
charities, as she saw fit, the law of this 
State takirg no cognizance whatever of her 
Feligious status. 

“There is another side to the matter, 
however. The Roman Catholic Church 
makes wide distinctions between the differ- 
ent orders affiliated with it. The statutes 
of the Church divide che religious orders 
into those which are cloistered and those 
which are not. A cloistered nun, such as 
@ member of the Ursuline Order, for ex- 
ample, may not look upon the face of man 
except through a grating, and even then 
only through the grating of the convent 


and after an order from the Bishop of the 
diocese, given only as necessity arises, 

“ A cloistered nun, by her vows, gives up 
her family and her friends in the world ‘for 
jife. She is bound by honor to give up 
@ny property which she inherits to the 
@rder to which she belongs. Her vows are 
made unconditionally for the remainder of 
her life, and she canno. break them, or the 
compact which she has made with her 
order, without incurring the penalty of ex- 
communication. 

“The Sisters of caper do not belong to 
@ cloistered order, and they may visit their 
relatives, go out into the world, inherit 
property, and even be released from their 
vows without incurring the censure of the 
Church. 

“While all religious orders are incor- 
porated under the laws of this State, to 
enable them to hold property, make legal 
Sales, and execute mortgages, the Church 
of Rome has a different kind of incorpora- 
tion, which places some of the orders, like 
the Sisters of Mercy, on one side as mere re- 
ligious communities, while it places others, 
like the Ursulines or the Jesuits, on the 
other side as corporate bodies having an ex- 
istence independent of the will of the Pope 
for the time being. 

“Thus, there is nothing extraordinary in 
the fact that Sister Carmelita held prop- 
erty in her own right and willed it to her 
niece, because she was a member of the 
Sisters of Mercy. As long as she re- 
mained in the order she had no use for 
her money, except, possibly, to give some 
of it to her community for charitable uses. 
if she had died without making a will, the 
oh cag ht would have passed to her legal 

eirs by the law of the State, without pay- 
ing and attention to the fact that she was 
@ member of a religious community.” 

Dr. Daniel D. O’Neill was the first wit- 
Mess called yesterday when the contest 
over the will of Sister Carmelita was re- 
Sumed before Surrogate Fitzgerald. 

Dr. O’Neill testified that he had known 
Sister Carmelita for many years and con- 
Sidered her insane. Former Surrogate Ran- 
fom, counsel for the contestant, asked Dr. 
O'Neill:

e- Was she sane or insane? A. She was in-

She was suffering from re- 


e. 
Q. Did you hear her say that the chairs in her 
room were wild animals, such as lions, tigers, 
bears, and wolves?

- Q. You considered her irrational? A. Yes, 
Sister Theodosia of St. Joseph’s Home 
testified that for months before Bister Car- 
melita’s death she was subject to sinking 
fits, and had to be supplied with brandy 
and champagne by the physician’s orders. 
Sister Melita was called by the contest- 
ent, and, in reply to questions of Julius 
M. Mayer, testified that: she considered 
‘Sister Carmelita was irrational in June 
and July of 1895, but was rational in the 
Winter of that year. The hearing was 
adjourned until this-morning.

“FOUND DEAD IN HIS SHANTY. 


John Wallace Reduced to a Skeleton 
by Thirty Years of Privation., 


John Wallace, a decrevit. one-armed man, 
seventy-five years old, who lived alone in 
a shanty on the west bank of the Harlem 
River, on a line with One Hundred and 
Thirty-first Street, was found dead in his 
bed yesterday morning by John Wood of 
42 East One Hundred and Thirty-second 
Street. He had been sick for several days, 
and ‘he was last seen alive on the river 
front Sunday afternoon. 

The old man had lived alone in various 
shanties along the river front for nearly 
thirty years, and he was well known to boat- 
men and those who get their living along 
shore. He was the object of pity to all who 
knew him, and he had been the recipient of 
their bounty for years. He had always been 
heard to say that he was a veteran of the 
Union Army, and that he had lost his arm 
in battle. He had never, he said, applied 
for a pension. 

John F. L. Sloper of 600 East One Hun- 
dred and Forty-third Street, who is inter- 
ested in Grand Army matters, recently 
undertook to secure a pension for the old 
man. In answer to the application, the 
Adjutant General’s office replied that Wal- 
lace was a Confederate soldier, a member 
of Company F' of the First Missouri In- 
fantry, and that he lost his arm while 
fighting against the Union at the battle of 
Shiloh. A pension was refused, of course. 

Although worn out by old age, and re- 
duced almost to a skeleton by privation, 
Wallace had for a long time partly sup- 
ported himself by sawing wood and doing 
chores for people in the neignborhood. He 
had a bucksaw, but no buck. When he 
had collected sticks of wood, he would 
place a stick between his legs, hold it there 
by main force, and saw it into proper 
lengths. 

The shanty in which he died he built 
for himself about six years. ago out of old 
boards and driftwood. It is about 10 by 9 
feet, and has an addition 7 by 4 feet. The 
extension was used for a bedroom. The 
shanty is sheathed outside and inside -with 
pieces of oilcloth, tin, and carpet. 

There was a rumor yesterday that Wal- 
lace died of starvation, but in the shanty 
there was a quantity of bread and other 
provisions, including tea and coffee. In a 
rusty old cookstove were the remains of 
a fire, and on the stove was a frying pan, 
in which he had doubtless cooked his last 
meal. His body was much emaciated, and 
weighed probably not more than fifty or 
sixty pounds. It was apparent that death 
had been caused by the ravages of disease 
and old age, for there were no marks of 
violence. 

Wallace often said that he had a half- 
brother named Chamberlain, who had a 
feed store at the lower end of Second Ave- 
nue, but the City Directory does not con- 
firm his statement. The body was removed 
to the Morgue yesterday afternoon, under 
a permit from the Coroner. 





MAY IMPEACH JUSTICE RHODES. 


Kings County Grand Jury Condemn 


His Actions, 


The Kings County Grand Jury handed up 
a presentment yesterday, in which it rec- 
ommended that impeachment charges be 
preferred against John C. Rhodes, Justice 
ef the Peace at Bath Beach. It also recom- 
mended that the next Grand Jury take up 
the matter, in order that an indictment 
may be found against Rhodes, 

The Grand Jury ascertained that Jacob 
Brodie carried on a ‘“‘ Systematic Collection 
Company” at 367 Fulton Street, Brooklyn, 
that he had a desk in the office of Justice 
Rhodes, and that Rhodes issued the sum- 
monses by which Brodie was enabled to 
make the persons against whom he had 
claims pay them. None of these sum- 
monses were recorded by the Justice. In 
the presentment the Grand Jury says: 

We condemn the conduct of Jacob Brodie in 
needlessly annoying and harassing people who 
are debtors for small amounts and in cruelly an- 
noying those who are not debtors. We also dis- 
approve and condemn the conduct of Justice John 

Rhodes in thus conniving with and aiding 
Brodie, and in violating the law in not keeping 
proper records and dockets, thus aiding Brodie in 
his uniawful practices and avoiding furnishing 
evidence upon which he could be tried and con- 
victed for crimes of oppression. 

We therefore respectfully recommend that 
charges be preferred against the said Justice John 
C. Rhodes for impeachment and that the matter 
be submitted to the next Grand Jury, to the end 
that he may be indicted. 

There were certain crimes committed by Brodie. 
This Grand Jury had not the time to complete 
this investigation, as evidence was accumulating 
against said Rhodes and Brodie before us. We 
therefore recommend that this matter be also 
committed to the next Grand Jury and that such 
persons who have been thus harassed be brought 
before the Grand Jury, that the evidence may be 
completed, to the end that said Brodie may be 
indicted. 

The Grand Jury found that. during the 
past two years over 7,500 summonses were 
issued by Justice Rhodes at the request of 
Brodie. ¢

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WARNER MILLER WANTS A NEW 
ROAD IN THE ADIRONDACKS. 


The State Commissioners Grant the 
Application of the Upper Hud- 
son Railrond Company to Build 
a Line from Corinth to Glens Falls 
—Wilson S. Bissell Asks for a 
New Road for the Lehigh Valley 
System in Erie County. 


ALBANY, June 29.—The Hon. Warner Mil- 
ler attended the meeting of the State Rail- 
road Commission this afternoon, in the 
interest of a new railroad which it is pro- 
posed to construct in the southeastern por- 


tion of the Adirondacks. The application 
to construct the road has been made to the 
State Railroad Commission by the Upper 
Hudson Railroad Company, which wants 
the board’s permission to construct a road 
from Corinth, on the Adirondack Division 
of the Delaware and Hudson Railroad 
Company, crcss country to Glens Falls. 
Ex-Senator Miller was a witness sworn 
before the board to show that the road 
was a necessity. Much of his pulp and 
‘paper mill interests lie in the region trav- 
ersed. The board granted the application 
for permission to build. 

Lewis F. Carr, attorney for the Delaware 
and Hudson Company, was at Glens Falls 
on Friday last, in company with State 
Treasurer Colvin and President Spier of the 
Glens Falls Paper Company. Mr. Carr, for 
the company, promised to have a bridge 
built spanning the Hudson River, at South 
Glens Falls, to cost from $50,000 to $75,000, 
to continue the track of the Delaware and 
Hudson Road from the Glens Falls Cement 
Company’s works to the warehouse of the 
paper-mill company. This will serve to 
give the Delaware and Hudson a connec- 
tion with the proposed Upper Hudson Rail- 
read, which will run to Warner Miller’s 
mills, at Palmer’s Falls, Saratoga County. 

The Hon. Wilson S. Bissell of Buffalo ap- 
peared before the State Railroad Commis- 
sion to-day to advocate an application of 
the Lehigh and Lake Erie Railroad, which 
desires authority to construct a new line 
from a point in the town of Cheektowaga 
to the Tifft Farm, in Buffalo, the same 
to be operated in connection with the Le- 
high Valley Railroad Company. The appli- 
cation was opposed in behalf of the New- 
York Central and the Terminal Railroad of 
Buffalo, by the Hon, Hamilton Harris, of 
this city, and in behalf of the Erie Railroad 
Company by George F. Brownell. The 
board adjourned the matter without action 
until Aug. 26. 

An adjourned hearing was given by the 
board on the’ application of the Catskill, 
Cairo and Windham Railroad Company 
for permission to build a read from Cats- 
kill to Cairo, the corporation being a pro- 
posed new electric road. W. C. Court- 
ney appeared in favor of the application, 
and Jennings & Chase, for the Catskill 
Mountain Railroad, opposed. No action 
was taken. .

Overcharges on Grain Shipments. 


CHICAGO, June 29.—In the case of the 
Northwestern Grain Dealers’ Association 
against the railroads traversing Northwest- 
ern Iowa, in which the railroads are sued 
for $1,000,000, alleged overcharges for ship- 
ments of grain, the Illinois Central, at 
Boone, Iowa, has filed a petition for a spe- 
cific statement. The important part of the 
petition is a demand that the plaintiff as- 
sociation set forth whether the alleged ex- 
tortionate charges were not paid by the con- 
signee instead of the consignor. The peti- 
tion also demands a statement of the clause 
in the inter-State commerce law that is 
claimed to have been violated. It is sup- 
posed to be the Illinois Central’s design to 
show that the consignees were the sufferers, 
if any, and the grain dealers’ association 
lost nothing, and has no right to sue. If 
the Illinois Central succeeds in making this 
point the other defendant roads will follow 
the same course. 


Joint Traflic Troubles. 


There will be a meeting of the board of 
control of the Joint Traffic Ass®ciation to- 
day for the purpose of considering further 
the relations between that organization and 
the railroad lines that are working inde- 
pendently of it in practically the same ter- 
ritory. Reports will probably be submitted 
by Mr. Depew and Sir Charles Rivers Wil- 
son from the special committee appointed 
to confer with Norfolk and Western and 
the Canadian Pacific people. President Wil- 
son of the Grand Trunk reached here last 
night from Montreal. Prior to his recent 
trip to the Pacific coast he had a long and 
important conference with President Van 
Horne of the Canadian Pacific on Joint 
Traffic Association: matters. 


Must Take Up Tracks in Hoboken. 


Street Commissioner Bayer of Hoboken 
has served formal notice on the counsel of 
the Erie Railroad and the West Shore Rail- 
road that if they do not remove their rails 


from Seventeenth Street, in the upper part 
of that city, before the end of the week 
a send a gang of men to tear up the 
rails.

THE CONFEDERATE CONVENTION. 





Richmond Filling with People Who 
Will Attend It. 


RICHMOND, Va., June 29.—Richmond is all 
ready for the sixth annual reunion of the 
United Confederate Veterans, which com- 
mences here to-morrow, continuing three 
days, and winding up Thursday afternoon 
with a grand parade and the ceremonies 
incident to the laying of the cornerstone of 
the Jefferson Davis Monument. On regular 
and special trains Confederate camps, 
troops, delegations, and unattached visitors 
are pouring into the city, and by to-mor- 
row morning the accommodations of Vir- 
ginia’s capital will be pressed to their ut- 
most capacity. 

Along the line of march of Thursday’s 
procession the stores and residences are 
beautifully decorated, as are buildings in 
various other parts of the city. The Con- 


federate colors predominate, but the Na- 
tional colors are also largely in evidence, 
Nearly every man, woman, and child one 
meets wears a Confederate button. 

The convention of the United Confeder- 
ate Veterans will be held at the Expo- 
sition grounds, about a mile from the city, 
and in the Music Hall, which has been 
enlarged for the occasion so as to seat 
10,200 persons, This hall is a maze of 
bunting, the decorations being elaborate 
to the last degree, and consisting of stream-~- 
ers, festoons, shields, names of battles, 
with Confederate Generals who were con- 
spicuous in them, &c. Many of the visit- 
ing veterans will be lodged and fed at the 
Exposition Grounds. 

The principal business before the con- 
vention will be the reception and dispo- 
sition of the report of the Committee on 
Southern History and the determination 
of the location of the Southern Battle 
Abbey. Charles Broadway Rouss of New- 
York has offered to give $100,000 toward 
this object, upon certain conditions, and 
the final say as to the location rests with 
the United Veterans. Several cities are 
competing for the re and offering in- 
ducements to secure it, and the fight 
promises to be an interesting one. Ricmond 
will lay claim to it on the ground, not only 
of historic associations, but by reason of 
the fact that she has a foundation for it 
in the Davis Mansion Confederate Museum, 
upon which has been expended over $60,000. 

The convention will be called to order to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock by Gen. John 
B. Gordon, General commanding the United 
Veterans, and most of the morning session 
will be taken up in the speeches of wel- 
come. It is hardly probable that much real 
business will be done before the second 
day. The feature of to-morrow night in the 
city will be the reception at the Davis 
mansion to Mrs. Jefferson Davis. Great 
regret is expressed that Miss Winnie Da- 
vis, the ‘“‘ Daughter of the Confederacy,” 
cannot be present, but there will be no 
very material change in the programme. 

The Davis Monument will be situated in 
Monroe Park, in the western part of the 
city, and the cornerstone laying of Thurs- 
day will be with Masonic ceremonies, by 
the Virginia Grand Lodge of Masons, Gen. 
Stephen D. Lee will be the orator of the 
occasion, and there will be an immense 
parade, embracing military, civic, and vet- 
eran organizations. A most attractive 
feature of the procession will be 1,000 chil- 
dren in uniforms of Confederate colors. 
During the reunion there will be a meeting 
of delegates from the various camps of 
Sons of Confederate Veterans, with a view 
of forming a general organization. upon 
the plan of the United Confederate Veter-

Can Recover Taxes from the City. 


A decision was handed down yesterday by the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court in a 
case involving the right of property owners to 
recover taxes unlawfully collected. The Aetna 
Insurance Company sued to collect taxes paid 
on certain bank stocks in 1886, 1887, and 1888. 
Justice Lawrence, on the trial of the case, decid- 
ed that the company had a right to recover the 
money. The city, however, contended that, as 
the payment was voluntary, no such right ex- 
isted. Justice Lawrence’s decision is now af- 
firmed by a majority of the Appellate Division, 
Justice Ingraham dissenting.

ASAHI WINS THE CUP FOR THE 30- 
FOOTERS AFTER A SHARP RACE. 


Celie Defeated Vaquero I. in the Con- 
test for 21-Footers, but Was Dis- 
qualified for Not Holding Her 
Course—The Paprika Led in the 
15-Foot Class from Start to Fin- 
ish, Defeating Saghaya and the 
English Boat Microbe. 


The Stamford Yacht Club had a special 
regatta yesterday. It was the second race 
of the Long Island Sound circuit, and was 
for 30, 21, and 15 footers. Eight 30-footers, 
two 21-footers, and four half-raters started 


and furnished very good contests for the 
Stamford yachtsmen. ; 

A nice wind from the southwest blew all 
day, and the vachts made good time over 
the different courses. The start was made 
off*Stamford Light, the yachts crossing a 
line made by the committee steamer Hal- 
cyon, which was anchored a quarter of a 
mile southeast of the light. 

The 30-footers sailed twice over a tri- 
angular course, as follows: Southwest by 
west three miles to and around a float 
bearing a red flag, leaving it on the port 
hand; east-southeast three miles to and 
around a float bearing a red flag, leaving 
it on the port hand; north, half west three 
miles to the finish line. 

The course for the 21-footers was: From 
starting line southwest by west two miles 
to and around a float bearing a white flag, 
leaving it on the port hand; east-southeast 
two miles to and around a float bearing a 
white flag, leaving it on the port hand; 
north, half-west, two miles to the finish 
line. The course to be sailed over twice. 

The 15-footers sailed once over this latter 
course. 

The preparatory signal was given at 11:30, 
and five minutes later the thirty-footers 
crossed. It was a one-gun start and all 


were close up when the signal was given. 


They crossed as follows: Musme, Vaquero, 
Asahi, Esperanza, Mai, Wawa, Carolina, 
and Hera. The Celia led the Vaquero I. 
across the line in the twenty-one-foot class, 
and the half-raters crossed in the following 
order at 11:45: Paprika, Saghaya, Microbe, 
and Gnome. The Gnome was handicapped 
eleven minutes. 

All were close hauled on the port tack, 
and beat out to the first mark. The Asahi 
had worked into the lead, and was doing 
good work under Capt. ‘‘ Nate” Watson’s 
handling.

HENLEY, June 29.—Several of the members of 
the Yale University crew attended church yester- 
day forenoon, and in the afternoon all of the 
crew took a trip up the river on a steam launch. 

Clarke, the coxswain of Yale’s boat, has had a 
slight illness, but is recovering.

MR. McKINLEY’S SPEECH. 


Mr. McKINLEY yesterday made the 
first formal expression of his views since 
his nomination in his speech to the Noti- 
fication Committee. It was a skillful 
speech, sober, dignified, with little rhet- 
oric, neatly turned to suit the sentiment 
of the party, and-as nearly void of of- 
fense to those who have epposed his 
nomination as he could well make it. It 
was far better than a good many of the 
speeches he has made in the past. We 
are hot,.we hope, unfair to him in think- 
ing that it is good for the reason that 
the others were bad—for the reason that 
Mr. McCKINLeEy is an adépt in stiting his 
utterances to what he believes to be the 
prevailing sentiment. At present he ap- 
peals to a sentimerit very different and 
much mere respectable then that he has 
sought in the past to arouse. Then he 
was anxious to present himself as 
“friendly ’”’ to silver; now he is deter- 
mined to be accepted as friendly to the 
National honor, threatened by the very 
movement that he formerly tried to en- 
list on his side. 

Naturally, such an attitude, contrasted 
With that he has taken in the past, raises 
the question of his sincéfity, and he can 
hardly be regarded as entirely sircere 
without reflecting on his judgment, his 
foresight, his real capacity for public 
affairs. If two short years ago he was 
actually convVinced that the course of 
President CLEVELAND and the Democrat- 
ic Administration should be condemned 
because it had been opposed to the free- 
silver movement, it is plain that he did 
not understand the evil and danger of 
that movement. If he did not under- 
stand it then, the steadfastness of any 
present opposition to it is, of course, 
not to be relied on with the same cofifi- 
dence that it would inspire had it been 
of longer standing. On the other hand, 
if ne has all along been eonvinced of the 
mischief of that movement and so short 
a time-since was dallying with it, then 
the motive of the change inspires dis- 
trust. He necessarily appears to be 
trimming. There is the gravest reason 
to fear that that is exactly what he is 
doing. 

This impréssion is not removed by a 
eareful reading of What hé says as to 
the currency. His speech will be 
searched in vain for any condemnation 
of the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver, or of the restricted coinage of the 
Bland law, of of the purchases under 
the Sherman law. There is not, in fact, 
the slightest direct allusion to the ques- 
tion of silver. Thé Only utterance in the 
speech which can be regarded as at all 
specific is in this passage: ‘‘ The money 
of the United States, and every kind or 
form of it, whether of paper, silver, or 
gold, must be as good as the best in the 
world. It must not only be current at 
its full face value at home, but it must 
be counted at par in any and every com- 
mercial centre of the globe.” If this 
means anything, it means that every 
dollar of United States money must be 
exchanged on demand for a gold dollar. 
That is the only way in which it can be 
made ‘as good as the best in the 
world.” The only money not gold which 
is “counted at par in every commercial 
centre of the globe” is the Bank of Eng- 
land note, and all the world knows that 
for every five-pqund note there lie, ready 
at call, in the vaults in Threadneedle 
Street, five gold sovereigns. 

Does Mr. McKINLEY propose that our 
currency shall be made to conform to 
that system? Does he mean that every 
doliar shall be exchanged on demand for 
gold? If so, what means does he pro- 
pose to bring it about? The only sug- 
gestion he makes is the restoration of 
the revenue as it was under Republican 
rule. When the Republicans came into 
power in 1889, the surplus revenue was 
$87,761,000; when they went out in 1893, 
they had reduced that surplus to $2,342,- 
000. They found a surplus gold reserve 
of nearly $64,000,000; they left one of 
less than $7,000,000. While thus reduc- 
ing the revenue and the available gold, 
they created demand notes payable in 
gold to the amount of $150,000,000. Is 
that the system by which Mr. McKinLEy 
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the bést fn the world’? We have al- 
ready expressed our opinion that the 
Republican platform is by far the best 
any party has given the country since 
the silver issue was raised, because it 
declares for the maintenance of the gold 
standard. But the question still remains, 
how is it to be maintained? Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY d6@s hot answer it. 








QUANDARY OF THE ANTI-PLATT 
MEN. 

Just as WARNER MILLPR is preparing 
to lead a fight against the Platt ma- 
chine in the campaign of this State a 
familiar cry is heard from the anti-Platt 
ranks. Gen. SAMUEL THOMAS, Who was 
hot for a fight against Piatt last Win- 
ter, now raises his voice for “‘ harmony.” 
“Let us have the factional fight next 
year or some other year,” he says, 
“and let us all turn in now and work 
together for McKINLEY.” 

Now, that is just What PLAT? always 
eounts upon, and the cry for harmony 
will defeat the anti-Platt crusade once 
more and leave WARNER MILLER outside 
the breastworks while the “boss” 
holds the party fort. This thing really 
began months ago. When Piatt and 
LAUTERBACH controlled the last Repub- 
lican primaries in this city and regained 
possession of the County Committee, 
there were fierce charges of fraudulent 
enrollment and of base trickery in the 
eonduct of the primaries, and direful 
threats of independent organization and 
smashing of the machine. Then rose the 
ery for harmony “on the eve of the 
Presidential Campaign,” and Broox- 
FIELD and JoHN SABINE SmirH and the 
rest of the anti-Platt warriors subsided. 

That suited PLATT, and he went cheer- 

fully on his way and took possession 6f 
the convention that chose delegates to 
St. Louis, and ef most of the delegates. 
Meantime, the MeKinléy wave was agi- 
tating the West and made itself felt at 
this end of Lake Erie. The anti-Platt 
men did their best to make it sweep over 
the State, but it wouldn’t sweep. The 
people of this State had no sympathy 
with the McKinley moverfient, and the 
Republicans of this State had no desire 
for McKinLey as a eandidate. They 
wanted a sound-tmoney candidate as well 
as a sound-money platform. In that 
matter PLatr was entirely right, and 
his enemies took up with McKINLEY 
only as a means of getting strength in 
opposing him. If he had been for Mc- 
KINLEY they would have béefi against 
him, and they represetited néthifig but 
their own political designs in taking up 
with the Ohio mah. For once PuattT 
had the “ better element” of the party 
with him inh bis fight for sound money 
in thé candidate as well as in the plat- 
form, but the great West Gompelled the 
nomination of MCKINLEY. 
The anti-Platt men eame back elated 
and fondly imagined that now they had 
the advantage of the “ boss” and could 
safely make their fight against him. As 
usual, they reckoned without their host. 
PLATT’s prestige in this State was really 
increased by his fight at St. Louis, while 
they were weakened by their champion- 
ship of McKINLEY against the sound- 
money sentiment of the East. Besides, 
PLattT is no bolter, but accepts the re- 
sults of regular conventions, and his m&- 
chine is still the regular organization in 
this State. To fight it now with any ef- 
fect means fighting outside the regular 
lines, and with a disposition to boit 
when it controls the State Convention, 
as it is sure to do. 

Gen. THOMAS seems to be the first to 
realize that with the unique straddle of 
a platform on one side and a candidate 
on the other side of the currency chasm 
it is no sure thing for the Republicans in 
this State, and that it is “not the right 
time for the fight’ against PLatTr. 
There must be harmony “till McKINLEY 
is elected.” This must evoke a smile of 
grim satisfaction upon the hardened 
visage of the “boss.” He knew it 
would come to this. He is not fight- 
ing against McKINLEY now that he is 
the candidate, but if his election is not 
sure, who is likely to grieve more at 
that, Piatr or the original McKinley- 
ites? If a factign fight is dangérous, 
who is in greatest peril, PLATT or his 
opponents? THOMAS sounds the alarm, 
and though MILLER may continue to rave 
for a few days more, ere the State Con- 
vention meets, or at latest when its nom- 
inations have been made, the anti-Platt 
warriors will meekly submit again to the 
soothing voice of harmony for the good 
of the party just one year more. 








THE COMMON DUTY OF ALL. 


We see no indications that the Repub- 
licans desire the overthrow of free coin- 
age at Chicago. As near as we can come 
at their sentiments, the Republican 
newspapers are merry and the Republic- 
an leaders exultant over the prospective 
triumph of silver in nomination and plat- 
form. It is the way of politics to be 
gleeful when the enemy goes to the bad. 
McKINLEY elected and McKinleyism es- 
tablished as a permanent policy through 
the disruption of the Demcoratic Party— 
what better luck could be asked for by 
the gentlemen of the nail pools and steel 
combinations? 

Nevertheless, it is pretty bad citizen- 
ship and a reckless and risky partisan- 
ship to make an occasion for rejoicing 
out of the raising of the standard of 
panic and ruin by a party that contains 
about half the legal voters of the coun- 
try. How business would pick up, how 
men would cheer up, and how the coun- 
try would brighten up if in candidate 
and platform the Democratic Convention 
should come out squarely for the gold 
standard! 

It is. worth while for any man, even 
though he be a McKinley man, to pray 
for such a glad deliverance. A good man 
would feel better for doing all that he 
could to make certain the failure of free 
coinage, Certainly, if éver a party was 
in a predicament to ask the prayers of 
the congregation, it is the Democratic 
Party in the year 1S96. 
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for the country that a radiéal free-silver 
candidate be nominated at Chicago on an 
extreme free-silyer platform in order 
that the issue may ofice for All be fought 
out and forever settled. As well recom- 
mend amputation at the hip to cure 
chilblains. The return of prosperity, by 
aliaying discontent, will make an end of 
the free-coinage party. The, greenback 
craze fell a victim to big erops and good 
times, ° 

While we regard the election of Mc- 
KINLEY as certain over any free-coinage 
candidate, it is evident that the business 
community is not altogether confident. 
The course of the markets since the nom- 
ination of McKINLEY is ominous. If 
more serious disturbances should follow 
a complete silver triumph at Chicago, 
those who now hold that we ought to 
fight it out once for all this Summer 
would be justly blamed for having urged 
on an avoidable disaster; while in the 
rémoter contingency of a silver triumph ' 
in November the responsibility of having 
in any degree contributed, to it would be 
distressing to any conscientious man. 

It is the duty of everybody, Democrats 
and Republicans alike, to pray for the 
casting out of the devils that have en- 
tered into the Democrats of the West and 4 
South. Of all Democrats it is a most 
urgent and solemn duty to seize hold 
upon the evil spirits, to tug at them with 
all their might, and never to give up un- 
til their dislodgment is accomplished or 
proved to be impossible. 








THE GOLD RESERVOIR, 


The Board of Fire Underwriters is go- 
ing to extremes in its opposition to the 
removal of the old reservoir, which is a 
colossal eyesore at what should be one 
of the most attractive spots in the city, 
to make room for a library building 
which would be an ornament and a glory 
to the city at that very spot. It is char- 
itable to suppose that the board is la- 
boring under a misconception, for other- 
wise it is guilty of gross misstatements. 

Whether the reservoir is necessary now 
to the efficiency of the water system is a 
question for experts on that subject, and 
net on fire insurance, to answer. That 
it can be made utterly useless by an 
adequate connection of the distributing 
system down town with the aqueduct 
above the Park is a matter upon which 
there can be no two opinions among 
people With an elementary knowledge of 
hydraulics. 

At present water comes into the res- 
erveir by pipes from above and goes out 
by pipes from below, supplementing to 
Some extent the pressure of the distrib- 
uting system from the mains which 
come down from Central Park. It adds 
nothing to the water supply, but by aa 
cumulating a resef've at a high level adds 
slightly to the pressure during the day. 
This would not be necessary if thé 
mains from the upper reservoirs to the 
distributing system down, town were of 
sufficient capacity, and it would become 
of no effect the moment they were made 
sufficient. 

The quotations of authorities and 
Opinions by the Board of Underwriters 
are based upon the supposition that the 
reservoir should be simply cut out of the 
water system. That might be injurious 
to the pressure, in case of emergency, 
though the statement that it would less- 
en the pressure by thirty feet at Twelfth 
Street absurdly assumes that the press- 
ure there ¢éomes wholly from the depth 
of water in this reservoir. The best au- 
thority on the subject is Chief Engineer 
BrrpsaLt of the Croton Aqueduct. It 
has been his opinion that a main taking 
the water which now flows to the reser- 
voir from above Forty-second Street and 
connecting with the pipes which take 
water from the reservoir below Fortieth 
Street would ren@er that receptacle use- 
less. He seems now to think that it 
would be better to wait before removing 
the old reservoir until the new mains 
have been laid in Fifth Avenue which 
will bring the full pressure of the Cen- 
tral Park Reservoir to bear in the down- 
town district. 

When that has been done, there would 
be no excuse for retaining the ancient 
eyesore which disfigures Murray Hill 
and spoils Bryant Park, even if the site 
were not wanted for a purpose that 
would embellish the city and contribute 
to its enlightenment. If the ground is 
worth “ $8,000,000 at a small estimate,” 
as the underwriters say, it would make 
a grand gift to the public library, and 
it had better be graced with the beauty 
of such a structure and its park sur- 
roundings than covered with a useless 
and hideous mass of stone. 











THE MINING DISASTER. 


The collapse of the Twin Shaft Mine at 
Pittston is probably the most extensively 
fatal mining accident that has occurred 
in this country since the disaster in the 
Avondale Mine nearly thirty years ago. 
The earlier disaster resulted from the 
taking fire of the timber lining of the 
shaft, which was the only inlet or outlet 
of the mine, and the consequent suffoca- 
tion of the miners below. The later came 
from a different and much commoner 
cause, the collapse of the ceiling, so to 
say, of a deposit of coal, after the sup- 
ports of it, which were pillars of coal, 
had been cut away until they were un- 
able longer to support it. This is an ac- 
cident which, on a small scale, occurs 
very frequently and is one of the most 
familiar perils of the perilous business of 
mining coal. On such a scale as this it 
has never occurred before. 

When the disaster of the Avondale 
Mine occurred, it was charged that it 
was due to the greed of the owners of the 
mine in not providing a second shaft, for 
the escape of the miners who might be 
imprisoned by any accident to the first, 
and also as a means of ventilation should 
the first become useless for that purpose. 
It is plain that the question whether the 
owners of a mine are blamable for not 
supplying a second shaft is a question of 
circumstances, 
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tempting to decide it. No mine is begun 
with two outlets. Whether a second 
should be provided depends upon the age, 
the natiire, the extent, and also the prof- 
itableness of mining operations. 

In the same way the question here is 
one Of so many circumstances that it 
Would be foolish and unjust, upon any 
evidence yet at hand, to offer an opinion 
whether or not it is one Which eritails, 
either legally or morally, a criminal re- 
sponsibility. It is perfectly plain that 
the disaster has cost the owners a great 
deal of money, a great deal more than it 
would have cost them to forego the at- 
tempt to get any more coal out of that 
part of the mine which collapsed. Ever 
assuming that they were entirely indif- 
ferent to the lives of the mien in their 
employ, they could bétter have afforded 
to abandon the working of this gallery 
than to keep on with it at the cost of 
this accident. How nearly a mine may 
be denuded of all the coal it will yield 
without endangering the lives of the men 
who are at Work in it is @ question of 
expert judgmient. In other words, it isa 
matter of guesswork in which experts. 
have special facilities for guessing right. 
In this case, the Superintendent of the 
mine was belOW and in charge of the 
workings when the accident occurred. 
He was the persoh whose epinion was of 
the most value upon the question Wwheth- 
er it was safe to get out any more coal. 
As he was not only an experienced min- 
er, but an active politician, and at the 
time of his déath Acting Mayor of Pitts- 
ton, it is absurd to suppose that his em« 
ployers would have ordered work to con- 
tinue against his remonstranées. It Is 
equally absurd to suppose that he would 
net have remonstrated against coritinu- 
ing work if he had supposed that the 
danger of supporting the-gallery was so 
great as it has turned out to be. His 
own life was at stake, and he has ex- 
piated with it his error of jiidsment. 

The real moral of this afflicting disds- 
ter is that coal mining is ah extremely 
dangerous business. It is also true that, 
as in other dangerous employments, fa- 
miliarity breeds eontempt fo: its dan- 
gers, and induces experts who have often 
escaped with their lives to take risks at 
which novices would shudder. The laws 
of Pennsylvania afford special facilities 
for the prompt and thorough investiga- 
tion of such disasters. If there has been 
criminal negligence in this case on the 
part of anybody left alive, the inquiry 
will doubtless fix the responsibility of 
such negligence. 








WHEN “CUT OFF?” 
“Our foreign trade, so preceipifately 
cut off by adverse legislation,” said Mr. 
McKINLEY yesterday to the convefitien’s 
committee, “must be reopened on fair 
and equitable terms for our surplus agri- 
cultural and manufacturing products.” 
Even Mr. Epwakp LAUTERBACH, Who 
asserts that the Republican Party will 
raise $750,000,000, or even $1,000,000,000, 
in revenue per 4nnum, and that the en- 
tire sum will be supplied by tariff duties 
on imported goods averaging yearly less 
than $400,000,000 in value, could inform 
Mr. McKINL®y, we think, that our for- 
eigu trade has not been “cut off.” 
Foreign trade consists of both exports 
and imports. We presume that the Re- 
publican nominee was thinking of the ex- 
ports, for it has been the habit of Repub- 
lican leaders to teach that the passage 
of the new tariff deluged the country 
with a “flood” of imported goods and 
also prevented the sale of domestic agri- 
cultural and manufactured products to 
buyers in foreign lands. This has been 
false teaching, in both cases, for there 
has been no “flood” of imports, (the 
value of the imports for: the first year 
of the new tariff having been less by 
$50,000,000 than the annual average for 
the four years of the McKinley tariff, 
and the exports of the current fiscal 
year, so far as they can be estimated, 
will exceed those of every McKinley year 
but one. But neither McKINLEY nor any 
one of his agents is restrained by facts. 
Let us see what the Government re- 
ports say about this foreign trade which 
has been “ precipitately cut off.” Here 
are the official figures, showing the ex- 
ports for the last nine years:

We have the full official report of this 

year only up to the end of April. The 

remaining two months, if the same pro- 
portion be observed, give a total of $880,- 

418,960 for the entire year. 

Upon what information does Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY base his assertion that “‘ our for- 
eign trade” in exports has been “ pre- 
cipitately cut off”? The exports for the 
year now closing have exceeded those of 
every year (one excepted) of the four 
years during which his tariff was in 
force, and those of every other year since 
1881. 

The exports of 1892 were exception- 
ally large, owing to crop. conditions 
here and abroad. In that year the 
exports of wheat and other bread- 
stuffs rose (from $128,000,000 in 1891) to 
$299,363,117, falling to $200,000,000 in 
1898 and to $166,000,000 in 1894. The 
average for the three remaining years of 
the McKinley tariff is less, by more than 
$20,000,000, than the exports for this 
year. 

In the face of these official figures Mr. 
McKINLEY deliberately asserts that “ our 
foreign trade” has been “ precipitately 
cut off.” / 

We assume that he does not refer to 
imports, because he believes that these 
should be “ cut off,” and because he and 
his followers have been accustomed to 
say that since the tariff was changed 
the imports have been increased to the 
of a “flood.” But, as we 
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Here are a few official figures relating to 
this matter: .

So much for the “flood” myth. The 
“ free-trade’”’ myth is disposed of by the 
official report that the average 4@ valo- 
rem rate of duty under the new tarltff is 
41.75 per cent., as against an annual 
average of 48.66 under thé tariff which 
preceded it. 

As Mr. McKINLEy desires to “ reopen” 
our foreign trade in “ manufacturing 
products,” we direct his attention to the 
fact that in the first ten months of the 
current fiscal year our exports of manus 
‘factured goods ($184,572,665) exceeded 
those of any preceding full year. These 
figures for ten months indicaté about 
$221,000,000 for the entire yéar. This 
“ preaks the record,” for the exports of 
manufactures have never before exceed- 
ed $184,000,000. 

We advise him to compare, in the se- 
clusion of his study at Canton, this total 
of $221,000,000 with the annual average 
for the four years of his tariff, which 
was a little less than $167,300,000, and 
to ascertain at what time “our foreign 
trade” in exports of manufactures was 
“eut off s0 precipitately.”

MUSICAL TOPICS, 


—The vetéraf conductor and composé 
Luigi Arditi, is writing his autobiography; 
with the assistance of Miss Antoinette 
Kingston, daughter of Beattie Kingston. He 
admits that his best ideas come to him 
when he is in bed at night, and frequently 
have vanished in the morning, but much is 
expected of the book, which will be pub- 
lished in October. Lumley, for a quarter of 
a century manager of Her Majesty’s The+ 
atre, said of Arditi: ‘“‘ Taking all qualities 
into account, a more able conductor never 
reigned in this éountry.” Col. J. H. Maple- 
son is clearly of the same opitiion. In 
this country Arditi’s fare is inseparably 
linked With the names of Gerster, Campa 
nimi, and Annie Louise Cary. But he be-= 
longs now to the past. The opera has out« 
grown him, and his waltzes_are faint mem- 
ofies. Arditi was born at Crescentino, in 
Piedmont, nearly seventy-one years ago, 
and sixty years ago made his début in Mi- 
lan as a boy violinist. His first opera, “If 
Briganti,"”” was produced in 1841, {9 Ha- 
vana, five years later, he roduce 
Corsaro.” ‘La Spia,’’ founded on Coop- 
er’s romance, was produced under his direc« 
tion at the Academy of Music, in this city, 
in 1856. He has conducted opera in_ Italy, 
Cuba, the United States, Turkey, Russi 
Germany, and England. From 1878 to 188 
he conducted the Winter and Spring sea- 
sons of Italian opera ‘in New-York. But 
he never learned the English language, an 
droll anecdotes without number are told 6 
him. ‘For example,” says the London 
Daily News, “Signor Arditi’s method of. 
imparting to his orchestra the faet that his 
filence is more terrible than his hasty 
speech: *‘ When I tell I mean nodings. -But 
when I not tell, A-a-a-ah!’ Again, when 
called upon to respond to the toast of his 
health, his assertion, ‘Only one time, this 
time, worse than conducting two operas, 
implied that it would be his own fault if 
he was ever again placed in a similar pre- 
dicament.

The letter at the Pope’s fequest will be 
given publicity througnout Europe and 
America to-morrow mortiing. The abstract 
follows: 

The following is a brief summary of th 
lical letter upon the unity of the 
Chureh, addressed by his Holiness 
XIli. to all Bishops in eommunton 
Hely 8ée: . 

the Holy Father, intent upon the 
bringing all to the one fold of Christ, 
that it would conduce to that end were he to set 
before the péopies of the Christian workl the 
ideal and exempiar of the Chureh as divinely 
constituted, to which Church all are bound by 
God’s command to belong. : : 

in accordance with His usual providence, God 
makes use of human instruments to effect the 
sanctification and salvation of men. To this end 
nut only did He take upon Himself human nat- 
ure, but ifi erder tu perpetuate His mission the 
Sen of God chose apusties and discipies, whom 
he had trained that they might faithfully hand 
dowa His teachings to those who desired the 
blessings He had purchased for mankind by His 
death. In commanding “ the apostles and their 
successors te the end of time to teach and rule 
the nations, He ordered the nations to accept 
and ebey their authority.’* 

In Scripture the Church is called a body apd 
the body of Christ. It is visible as being a liv- 
ing and organized society, and is animated by 
the invisible principle of supernatural life. Those 
who, therefore, eitner defiy that Christ’s Church 
is a visible body or retuse to allow that it is 
the perennial communication of the gifts of the 
Divine Grace are equally ‘‘in a grievous and 
pernicious error.’’ ‘The **eonnection and union 
of beth elements is as absolutely necessary to 
the true Chureh as the intimate ufion of the 
soul and body is to human nature,’’ and as this 
is the esseutial constitution of the Church ac- 
cording to God’s will, who also determined tha‘ 
it was to last to the end of time, this it must 
possess at the present day. 3 
; It is obviously of the first importance to de- 
terminé what Christ wished His Church to be, 
and what, in fac:, He made it. According to this 
| criterion, it is the vnity ef the Christian Chureh 
‘which must necessarily be considered, for it is 
certain that ‘‘He who founded it wished it to 
be one.’’ The mission of Christ was to save, 
/**not some nations or peoples only, but the 
whole human race, without distinction of time er 
place.’’ Henee, as the mission ef His Church 
was to hand down through every age the bless- 
ing of this salvation, by the will of its founder 
it. is necessary that this Church should be one 
in all lands and at all times. A Church which 
should embrace all men everywhere and at all 
times was clearly foretold by the prophet Isaiah, 
ana was typified as our Loerd’s mystical body—a 
bedy united to Himself as Head; a mystical 
bedy the members ot which, if separated one 
from the other, *‘ cannot be united with one 
and the same head.’’ And so another head like 
to Ghrist; that is, another Christ; must be in- 
Vented if, besides the one Church, which is His 
bédy; men wish to set up another. 

Furthermore, ‘‘He who made this one Church 
also gave it unity; that is; he made it Such that 
all who are to belong to it must be united by 
the closest bonds, so as to form one Society, one 
kingdom, one body.’’ And He willed that ths 
unity among His followers should be so perfect 
“that it might in some measure shadow forth 
the union between Himself and His Father.”’ 
AS a mecessiry consequence, in His divine wis- 
dom He eordaihed in His Church unity of faith, a 
virtue which is the first of those bonds which 
‘uhite man to God, and whence we receive the 
name of the faithful. The nature of this unity 
of faith must and can be ascertained from the 
commafids and teachings of Christ Himself. The 
mere possession of the Scriptures is not suffi- 
cient to insure unity oi belief, ‘‘ not merely be- 
cause of the nature of the doctrine itself and the 
mysteries it involves, but also because of the 
divergent tendencies of the human mind and the 
disturbing element of conflicting passions.’’ 

It was necessary that there should be another 
principle to insure tinion of mihds in the Chris- 
tian’ Church, 4nd it is consequently proper to 
inquire which of the matiy means by which 

_ Christ our Lord could have secured this unity He 
in faét adopted. 

It is the duty of al! followers of Christ not 
merely to accept His doctrine generally, ‘* but to 
assent with théir entire mind to all and every 
point of it, since it is unlawful to withhold faith 
from God even in regard to oné single pvoint.’’ 

i Ghrist endowed His aposties with authority like 
‘to His own and promised that the Spirit of Truth 
shoulda direct them and remain with them forever, 
‘and because of this commission “it is no ore 
allowabie to répudiate one iota of the apos Jes’ 
teaching than to reject any point of the doctrine 
of Christ Himself.*’ This apostolic mission was 
intended for the salvation of the whole human 
_race, an@ consequently must last to the end of 
time. The magisterium instituted by Christ in 
| Fis Church was by God’s will perpetuated in the 
| successors appointed by the aposties and in like 
| mannet the duty of accepting and professing all 
| that is thus taught is also ** perpetual and im- 
; Mutable.” There is nothing which the Church 
| founded on these principles has been more care- 
i ful to guard than the integrity of the faith. The 
fathers of the Church are uhanimous in consid- 
‘ering as outside the Catholic communion any one 
' who in the least degree deviates from even one 
| point of the doctrine proposed by the authorita- 
‘tive magisterium 6f the Church. 

* Wherefore Christ instituted in the Church a 
living authoritative and lasting magisterium. 
He willed and <vummended under the gravest 
penalties that its teachings should be received 
as if they were His own. As often, therefore, as 
it is declared on the authority of this teaching 
that this or that is contained in the deposit of 
Divine révelation it must be believed by every 
one as true."’ The very nature of Divine faith 
makes it impossible that we can reject even one 
point of direct teaching, as this is practically 
rejecting the authority of God Himself. Christ 
commanded “ All men present and future to fol- 
low Him ag their leader and Saviour,’’ and thus 
not merely as individuals, but as forming a so- 
ciety, organized and united in mind. He es- 
tablished in the Church all those principles which 
necessarily tend to make organized human s60- 
cieties, and through which they attain the per- 
ection to each. That is, in the Church founded 
y Christ *‘all who wished to be the sons of 
Goa by adoption might attain to the perfection 
demanded by their high calling and might obtain 
salvation.”’ The Church is ‘‘ man’s guide to 
whatever pertains to heaven. This is the office 
appointed to it by God: that it may watch over 
and may order all that concerns religion and 
may, without let or hindrance, exercise according 
to its judgment its charge over Christianity.’’ 
Wherefore they who pretend that the Church 
has any wish tc interfere in civil matters or to 
infringe upon the rights of the State, either 
know it not or wickedly calumniate it. 

Besides being the guardian of the faith, the 
Church must afford the means of obtaining the 
salvation purchased bv Christ. The dispensation 
of the Divine mysteries was not granted by God in- 
discriminately to all Christians, but to the 
a@posties and thei: successors, and in this way 
according to God’s providence a duly-constituted 
society ** was formed out of the divided multitudes 
of peoples, one in faith, one in end, one in the 
participation of the means adopted to the attain- 
ment of the end, and one as subject to one and 
the same authority.’’ 

As “no true and perfect human society can be 
conceived which is not governed by some supreme 
authority,” so Christ of necessity gave to his 
Church a supreme authority to which all Chris- 
tians must be obedient. Fer the preservation of 
uhity there must be unity of government jure 
@ivino, and men may be placed outside the one 
fold by schism as well as by heresy. 

The nature of this supreme authority can be as- 
certained from the positive and evident will of 
Christ on the matter. As He willed that His 
kingdom should be visible, Christ was obliged to 
désignate a vice-gerent on earth in the person 
of St. Peter. He also determined that the author- 
it¥ given to him for the salvation of mankind in 
pérpetuity should be inherited by St. Peter’s suc-

For the due preservation of whity of the faith 
it is not sufficient ‘‘ that the head should have 
been charged merely with the oflice of Super- 
intendent, or should have been invested svlely 
with the power of direction; but it is absolutely 
necessary that he should have received real 
and sovereign authority, which thé whole com- 
munity is bound to obey.’’ 

It is opposed to the truth, and is in evident 
éontradiction with the diviné censtitution of the 
Chureh to hold that while each Bishop is indi- 
Vidually bound to obey the authority of the 
toman puntiffs, the Bishops, taken collectively, 
aré fot so bound. For it is tne nature and 
essence of a foundation to support the unity 
of the whole edifice, and to gtve stability to it, 
rather than to that of each component part. 

It was through the ‘strength and solidity 
ef the foundation’’ that Christ premised that 
the gates cf hell should not prevail against His 
Chiirch—r. promisé to be understood of the Church 
as a whole, and not of any certain portions of 
it. Moreover, he who is set over the flock 
must have authorify, not ohly ovef the sheep 
dispersed throughout the Church, but also when 
they are assembled together: Do all the sheep 
gathered together rule and guide the shepherd? 
Do the suécessors of the Aposties assemb:ed to- 
gether constitute the foundation on which the 
successor of St. Peter rests in order to derive 
théréfrom strength and stability? 

The Popes have ever unquestionably exercised 
the office of ratifying or rejecting the decrees of 
councils. ‘' Leo the Great rescinded the acts of 
the Conéiliabulum of Ephesus. Darnascus reject- 
ed those of Rimini, and Adrian I. those of Con- 
stantinople. The twenty-eighth canon of the 
Council of Chalcedon, by the very fact that it 
lacks the assent and approval of the Apostolic 
See, is admitted by all to be worthless.” 

Holy Writ attests that the keys of the King- 
dom of Heaven were given to Peter alone, and 
the firomise of binding and loosing was 


supreme power without Peter or against Peter. 
Such power they eertainly did not received from 
Jesus Christ. Wherefore, in the décree of the 


of the primacy of the Roman Pontiff no newly 
conceived opinion is set forth, but the venerable 
and constant belief of all ages.

THE QUEEN AND THE PRESIDENT. 


Roth Their Healths Drunk at a Serv- 
jee in Gainsborough, England. 


LONDON, June 29.—The town of Gainsbor- 
ough, in Lincolnshire, was the scene to-day 
of & ceremony of interest to Americans. 
This was the unveiling of a memorial stone 
in the John Robinson Chiirch, so named 
after the Rev. John Robinson, “ pastor of 
the Pilgrim Fathers,’ who, after severing 
his connection with the Established Church 
in 1604, connected himself with a body of 
dissenters in Gainsborough. 

Among those present were the Hon. 
Thomas F. Bayard, the American Ambas- 
sador, and the American pilgrims who re- 
cently arrived in England for the purpose 
of visiting scenes of interest connected 
with ‘the Pilgrims. When Mr. Bayard ar- 
rived, he was presented with an address of 
Welcome by the Municipal Council, in feply 
to which he repeated the sentiments here- 
tofore expressed by him, and said that the 
entente between the United States and 
Great Britain was strengthened by such oc- 
ecasicns as the present, which ass sted in 
smoothing any difficulties between then. 
He added that if there was anything unpa- 


was willing to meet and answer any 
charge that might be made against them. 

At luncheon, after the toast of ‘ The 
Queen” had been drunk, Earl Brownlow, 
Lord Lieutenant of Lincolnshire, proposed 
the toast, ‘‘ The President of the United 
States,” to which Ambassador Bayard 
made a felicitous response. In the course 
of his reply he said that the occasion 
which nad called them together was both 
memorable and delightful. A great deal 
was meant when persons from both sides 
of the Atlantic gathered and drank with 
sincerity of feeling to toasts in honor of 
the British Queen and the American Pres- 
ident; and he hoped that the time would 
never come when such toasts would not be 
drunk with the same feeling as at present 
existed. There could be no higher aim for 
Anglo-American statesmanship than to 
preserve ‘the conditions existing bdtween 
America and Great Britain. Personally, 
his sojourn in England was not for the 
purpose of discovering difficulties between 
the two countries, but of finding occasions 
of agreement. 


Took an Overdose of Morphine. 


Lonpon, June 29.—An American, who had 
registered under the name of “ Follers,” 
died last night in a private hotel in Dover 
Street, Piccadilly, from taking morphine. 

The name of the man is ascertained to 
have been F. C. Moller. A Coroner’s in- 
quest was held upon the body this morn- 
ing, with the result that a verdict was 
found that his death was accidental, the 
man having taken an overdose of morphine.

“s!CULLECTOR RYAN'S TALK 


iT DOES NOT EXPRESS THE VIEWS 
OF CONSUL GENERAL LEE. 


The Consul Has Not Expressed His 
Opinion of the Situation in Cuba 
The Revolutionists RepuJsed in an 
Attack on the Fort sat Puerto 
Principe—Four More Men Shot for 
the Crime of “ Rebellion” by the 
Spanish Soldiers. 


HAVANA, June 29.—Consul General Lee 
was interviewed to-day regarding the state- 
ment alleged to have been made by Col- 
lector Ryan on his return to the United 


States from his récent trip to Havana. 
Gen. Lee said: 

“Mr. Ryan has had no authority to 
speak for me on Cuban matters. I did not 
talk to him confidentially or otherwise on 
public questions, and never gave him my 
views on the situation in the island. What- 
ever he has said of written is his own opin- 
ion, not mine.” 

One hundred and fifty rebels, under com- 
mand of Aurelio Batista, attacked the fort 
defending the City of Puerto Principe. The 
attack was a vigorous one, but was re- 
pulsed. As the rebels were retiring they 


set fire to two huts close to the fort. The 
inhabitants of the city were greatly 
alarmed by the firing. 

Candido Crespo and Clemento Martinez 
were shot yesterday at Matanzas for the 
crime of rebellion. Hermino and Manuel 
Gonzalez  Gispert, brothers, were shot 
Thursday at Santiago for the same crime, 
and for setting fire to numerous buildings. 

A party of rebels surprised tWelvée sol- 
diers who were bathing in the river near 
Dos Caminos, and killed four of them, The 
other eight were all wounded. 





FILIBUSTERS IN CUSTODY. 


The Carinin of the Bermuda Under 
Heavy Bonds for Trial. 


Key West, Fla., June 2i.—The steamers 
Three Friends and Richmond were seized 
by the customs cefifizials this morning. Tne 
ease will be heard Wednesday. The steam- 
ers are charged with engaging in 1l‘ibuster- 
ing expeditions, in violation ef the treaty 
between the United States and Spatn. 

The Three Friends and City of Kichmcend, 
as heretofore reported, were brought into 
this port last Friday by prize crews from 
the cutter Winona. The cutter caytured 
the steamers north cf this «:ty. The City 
of Richmond had 590 cases of urms and 
ammunition on board, snd nearly 100 Cu- 
bans. It is said the arms and ammunition 
were to be traasferred to the Three lrienas, 
and that the latter as to take them 19 
Cuba. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 29.—Capt. Ed- 
ward G. Rfley, who commanded the steam- 
ship Bermuda when she left this port on 
April 27 on an alleged filil stering expedi- 
tion to Cuba, was before United States Com- 
missioner Otto this morning and was placed 
under $10,000 bond for appearance on Fri- 
day, when he will be given a preliminary 
hearing. 

The cause of the delay was the failure of 
the Government to produce the witnesses 
against the defendant. The witnesses are 
in Philadelphia, but have been telegraphed 
to come here at once. The charge against 
Riley is based upon the affidavit of Abram 
Meyers, who swears that on April 27, 1896, 
in this city, county, and State, Capt. Bd- 
ward G. Riley, John Db. Hart, and Emilio 
Nunez, did begin and set on foot and pro- 
vide and prepare the means for a military 
expedition to be catfried on against the ter- 
ritory and dominion of a foreign Prince and 
people and State, with whom the United 
States is at peace, viz., the King and Gov- 
ernment of Spain and the people of the 
Spanish Government. The case was trans- 
ferred to this eity for a hearing by order 
of the United States Court for the Eastern 
District of Pennsylvania, at the réquest of 
the defendant, who secured a writ of ha- 
beas corpus after having bond fixed by 
Commissioner Craig in Philadelphia. 

Among the interested spectators present 
this morning was Spanish Consul Soulis of 
Tampa and Vice Consul Mariatigui of this 
city. The case is deemed of so much im- 
portance by the Spanish Government that 
Consul Soulis is here in person to watch its 
progress. 





SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC IN CUBA, 


The Island a Plague Spot of Infec- 
tious Diseases, 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Advices received 
to-day by Surgeon General Wyman of the 
Marine Hospital Service from Santiago de 
Cuba state that there are over 100 cases of 
smallpox in that city. A number of fam- 
ilies are down with it within 200 feet of the 
United States Consulate. The officer mak- 
ing the report states that the whole south 
coast of Cuba from Cienfuegos to Baracoa 
is a ‘“‘ plague spot of smallpox,” and he ad- 
vises the quarantine officers in the United 
States to be on guard to prevent the trans- 
mission of the disease to this country. 

Dr. Henry S. Caminer9, sanitary inspector 
of the Marine Hospital, in his report on the 
sanitary condition of Santiago for the week 
ended June 20 says that the total number 
of deaths was 86. Of these 3) were from 
smallpox and 5 from yellow fever. ‘“ Small- 
pox,” he says, “is now raging epidemically, 
the tot#l number of cases as far as ktiown 
reaching up to about 900. The authorities 
and citizens are doing ail m their power 
to prevent its ravages as far as possible. 
Commissions and committees have been or- 
ganized to succor the poor with medicines 
and food. 

“Yellow fever is also on the increase this 
week, and affections cf the intestinal canal 
are very common. Malaria, as usual, is 
causing many deaths. A iarge shipment 
of raw hides was prevented on account of 
non-compliance with the taw, which orders 
ow material to be thoroughly disinfect- 
e "aad 
In response to a cablegram of inquiry. 
United States Consul rice, siationed at 
Matanzas, Cuba, has notified the Marine 
Hiospital Service that there is no cholera 
there. He states,” however, that yellow 
fever is prevalent among the troops, and 
one case of smallpox is reported im the 
city. 





MORE TROOPS FOR CAPE TOWN, 


No Recent Change in Britain’s Vene- 
zuelan Trouble, 


LonpDon, June 29.—In the House of Com- 
mons this gfternoon, the Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamber fn, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, stated that a battalion of rifles 
had been ordered to Cape Town, to replace 
the troops which had been ordered to pro- 
ceed to Mashonaland. 

The Right Hon. George N. Curzon, Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Foreign Office, 
said that no recent communication had 
been received from Venezuela relative to 
the disputed boundary. 

Communications, he said, were being ex- 
changed between the United States and 
France in regard to the abrogation of the 
treaty with Madagascar. The Government, 
he addea, had not been advised that the 
United States Government had yet given 
up its position in the matter. The ition 
of the United States and that of gland, 
he said, were identical, although there 
was no concerted action of the two Gov- 
ernments.

OBITUARY RECORD. 


Theodore D, Wilson. 

Theodore D. Wilson, formerly Chief Cor- 
structor of the navy, died yesterday at 
the Boston Navy Yard, of a heat stroke, 
received while superintending the undock- 
ing of the monitor Passaic. Mr. Wilson 
had been iil for many years during his 
several terms as Chief Constructor of the 
navy, but after relinquishing that position 
he began to recuperate, and had seemingly 
largely recovered health and strength. 

Theodore Delevan Wilson was born in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., May 11, 1840, and served 
a full term of apprenticeship as a ship- 
wright in the Brooklyn Navy Yard under 
Naval Constructo? B. F. Delano. At the 
breaking out of the war he enlisted in the 
volunteer service, and became a non-com- 
missioned officer in Company B, Thirteenth 
Regiment, New-York piate Militia. He 
weat to the front with that regiment April 
23, 151, and served in the first three 
months’ campaign. Upon the return of the 
regiment, Aug. 3, 186i, he was appointed 
a carpenter in the navy, and served an the 
United States steamship Cambridge of the 
North Atlantic blockading squadron until 
1863. The Cambridge was eigaged in the 
first day’s fight in Hampton Roads with 
the Merrimac. 

Mr. Wilson was ordered to New-York on 
special duty with Rear Admiral F. H. 
Gregory in December, 1863, and under 
his orders was given direction of the build- 
ing, repairing, and alteration of many 
vessels. He was examined and appointed 
an Assistant Naval Constructor in thé 
navy May 17, 1866, and detailed in charge 
of the construction department of the 
Pensacola Navy Yard. He was detached 
in Decémber, 1867, and ordered to the navy 
yard at Philadelphia, where he remained 
till July 3, 1869, when he was ordered to 
the Naval Aceiemy Annapolis, Md., as 
Instructor in Shipbuilding and Naval Archi- 
tecture. For four years he remained at 
that station, and during the Summer of 
1870 was sent by the department on special 
duty to England and France. On July 6, 
1878, he was ordered to the navy yard at 
Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Wilson was commissioned a Naval 
Constructor July 1, 1873, and on June 1, 
1874, was sent to the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard. During his service there he was 
appointed a member of the first Naval 
Advisory Board, organized in 1881 by. Sec- 
retary W. B. Hunt, for formulating a policy 
for naval rehabilitation. He became Chief 
Constructor of the navy March 1, 1882, and 
held that office till Julw i891, when he 
resigned owing to ill health, and secured 
two years’ sick leave. 

Mr. Wilson was intimately and directly 
identified with the designing of all the new 
ships during the period of his service as 
Chief Constructor, Constructor Wilson was 
for many years the senior officer of his 
corps, and was almost as well known in 
naval circles abroad as in this country. 
He was the first American to be elected a 
member of the English Institute of Naval 
Architecture, and was prominent in scien- 
tific circles. His work on. “ Shipbuilding, 
Theoretical and Practical,” is the text- 
book at the Naval Academy, and is quoted 
by the profession generally. He was a 
member of several scientific societies and of 
the Loyal Legion, Grand Army of the Re- 
public, and Naval Order of the United 
States. 

He leaves a wife, two daughters, and 
two sons. The elder son is an assistant 
surgeon in the navy. 


George F. Britton, 


George F. Britton, who was for seven- 
teen years Secretary of the Board of Chari- 
ties and Correction, and later the Secretary 
to one of its successors. the »oard of Chari- 
ties, died Sunday at 32 West Twenty-sixth 
Street of Bright’s disease. He was fifty- 
four years old. 

Mr. Britton was a son of James H. Brit- 
ton, a former Mayor of St. Louis, and Presi- 
dent of the National Bank of Missouri. The 
father, nearly eighty years old, is living 
now in Larchmont Manor. When George 


F. Britton was nineteen yéars old the civil 
war started, He fought in the Confederate 
Army. At the conclusion of the war he en- 
tered Yale College and was graduated in the 
class of ’°69. He engaged in the wholesale 
dry goods business in Sit. Louis first as a 
partner with James H. Ware & Co. and 
then as the head of the firm of Britton, 
Morris & Co. He catne to New-York in the 
late seventies. His father was an intimate 
friend of Samuel J. Tilden, and Mr. Tilden 
suggested to Mayor Cooner in 1879 that he 
appoint Mr. Britton to be Secretary of the 
Board of Charities and Correction. 

Mr. Britton held the position until the 
board was divided, and then he became 
Secretary of the Board of Charities. He had 
been failing for several months, and early 
in the present year a leave of absence was 
given him. He did not improve, and March 
15 he resigned. 

Alfred M. Britton, a brother, is in the life 
insurance business in Denver, Col. A sister 
is the wife of Walter Katte, chief engineer 
of the New-York Central system. A second 
sister. is married to John L. Nesbit, a 
banker, 40 Wall Street, and living in Yon- 
kers. A third sister is the widow of State 
Senator Mackin of the Sullivan and Orange 
Ccunty district. She is now traveling abroad. 

The funeral will takg place at 4 P. M. to- 
day in Calvary Church, Fourth Avenue and 
Twentieth Street. The burial will be in 
Bellefontaine Cemetery, St. Louis. 

Miss E. K. Davis, in whose house Mr. 
Britton lodged, at 32 West Twenty-sixth 
Street, died only a few hours before he 
passed away, of a long-standing complaint. 


Kirk B, Newell. 


Kirk B. Newell, the advertising manager 
of the American Cereal Company, died 
Sunday at Alford, Mass., where he was 
spending the Summer with his family. His 
death was due to pneumonia. Mr. Newell 
was forty-eight years old. He was born in 
Cambridge, Mass., where his father was a 


well-known Unitarian minister. For a num- 
ber of years he was connected with the 
Quaker Mills, at Ravenna, Ohio, and three 
years ago, when the American Cereal Com- 
pany was formed, Mr. Newell was made its 
advertising manager. 

He became ill a year ago and went to 
Cape Breton and spent the Summer there, 
hoping for a restoration to health, but in 
this he was disappointed. Mr. Newell and 
his family went from their home, at Tomp- 
kinsville, S. I., to Alford, in the Berkshire 
Hills, early in this month. 

The funeral will take place at Alford this 
afternoon. Mr. Newell leaves a wife and 
two children. 


Edward Martin. 

Edward Martin, formerly of New-York 
and Mount Vernon, died early Monday at 
his home, at West Freehold, N. J., aged 
seventy-six. Mr. Martin was one of New- 
York’s old and respected merchants. He 
was engaged in the importing business for 


many years in Lispenard Street, being se- 
nior partner of the firm of Martin & Morri- 
son. About twenty years ago he retired 
from activé business and purchased a coun- 
try home at Freehold, where he had since 
resided. He took great pleasure in farm- 
ing, and won many prizes at the ricult- 
ural shows of Monmouth County. uring 
his active business career he resided at 
Mount Vernon, and was Supervisor of that 
town for several years.

WKINLEY TALKS TARIFF 





NO STRAIGHTFORWARD FIN *-: CIAL 
DECLARATION. 


Replying to the Address Notifying 
Him of His Nomination for Presi- 
dent, He Carefully Avoids the 
Phrase “Gold Standard ”"—Nothing 
in His Speech to Whieh the Sil- 
ver Republi¢ans Are Likely to 
Take Exception. 


CANTON, June 29.—Official notice of his 
nomination for the Presidency was served 
on Mr. McKinley to-day by the committee 
appointed to do that work by the St..Louis 
Convention. The important feature of the 


ceremony Was the failure of the Republic- 
an candidate to make a straightforward 
financia) declaration in accordance with the 
declaration of the convention fhat nomi- 
nated him. In his talk in réply to the ad- 
dress of notification, Mr. McKinley care- 
fully avoided the use of the term gold 
standard. He talked of tariff, protection, 
and reciprocity with perfect freedom, but 
in considering the financial question he said 
hot a word to which the craziest silver 
fanatic could take exception. He did say 
at the close of his speech that he indorsed 
the St. Louis platform, but, in view of what 
he previously had said, and of his studied 
avoidance of the opportunity to come out 
in favor of the gold standard, this indorse- 
ment did not amount to much, and was 
regarded by all who heard it ds strictly 
formal and perfunctory. 

The Committee of Notification, which had 
come up from Cleveland on a special train, 
reached the McKinley residence just after 
noon. Frank Hiscock, Senator Thurston, 
C. N. Fairbanks, and Mafk Hanna occupied 
the first carriage. Mr. McKinley met them 
outside the gate and escorted them to the 
veranda, where Mrs. McKinley and _ the 
Major’s mother were seated. Chairs for 
the committee.-were placed on the lawn. 
In chairs back of the committee were seat- 
ed women of Canton, Columbus, and Cleve- 
land, whose husbands are prominent in 
Ohio’s politics. 


The Notification Speech. 


The notification speech was made by 
Senator Thurston, who said: 


Gov. McKinley: We aré here to perform a 
Pleasant duty assigned us by the Republican 
National Convention, recently assethbled at St. 
Louis—that of formaliy notifying you of your 
nomination as the candidate of the Republican 
Party for President of the United States. We 
respectfully request your acceptance of this nom- 
ination and your approval of the declaration 
of the principles adopted by the convention. We 
assure you that you are the unanimous choice 
of a united patty, and your candidacy will be 
immediately accepted by the country as an ab- 
solute guarantee of Republican success. 

Your nomination has been made in obedience 
to a popular demand whose universality and 
spontaneity attest the affection and confidence 
of the plain people of the United States. By 
common consent you are their champion. Their 
mighty uprising in your behalf emphasizes the 
Sincerity of their eonvérsion to the cardinal 
principles of protection and reciprocity as best 
exemplified in that splendid Congressional act 
Which justly bears your name. Under it this 
Nation advanced to the very culmination of pros- 
perity, far surpassing that of ali other peoples 
and all other times; a prosperity shared in by 
all sections, all interests, and all classes; by 
capital and labor; by producer and consumer: 
prosperity so happily in haimony with the genius 
of popular government that its choicest blessings 
were most widely distributed among the lowliest 
toilers and the humblest home. 

In 1892 your countrymen, unmindful of your 
solemn warnings, returned that party to power 
which reiterated its everlasting oppositicn to a 
protective tariff and demanded the repeal of the 
McKinley act. They sowed the wind. They 
reaped thé whirlwind. The sufferings and losses 
and disasters to the American people from four 
years of Democratic tariff are vastly greater 
than those which cqme to them from four years 
of civil war. 

Out of it. all one great good remains. Those 
who scorned your counsels speedily witnessed the 
fulfillment of your prophecies, and, even as the 
scourged and repentant Israelites abjured their 
ctupis idols and résumed unquestioning alliance 
to Moses and to Moses’s God, s0 now your coun- 
trymen, shamed of their errors, turn to you and 
to those glorious principles for which you stand, 
in the full belief that in your candidacy and the 
Republican platform the end of the wilderness has 
come, and the promised land of American prosper- 
ity is again to them an insured inheritance. 

But your nomination means more than the in- 
dorsement of a protective tariff, of reciprocity, of 
sound money, and of honest finance, for ail of 
which you have so steadfastly stood.

God give you strength so to bear the honors and 
meet the duties of that great office for which you 
are now nominated, and to which you will be 
elected, that your Administration will enhance 
the dignity and power and glory of this Republic, 
and secure the safety, welfare, and happiness 
of its liberty-loving people. 


McKinley Accepts the Nomination, 


Mr. McKinley’s speech accepting the nom- 
ination was typewritten. He read it care- 
fully, sticking close to the text. It was as 
follows: 


Senator Thurston and. Gentlemen of the Notifi- 
cation Committee of the Republican National 
Convention: To be selected as their Presidential 
candidate by a great party convention, repre- 
senting so vast a number of the people of the 
United States, is a most distinguished honor, for 
which I would not conceal my high appreciation, 
although deeply sensible of the great responsi- 
bilities of the trust and my inability to bear 
them without the generous and constant sup- 
port of my fellow-countrymen. Great as is the 
honor conferred, equally arduous and important 
is the duty imposed, and in accepting the one I 
assume the other, relying upon the patriotic 
devotion of the people to the best interests of our 
beloved country and the sustaining care and 
aid of Him without whose support all we do is 
empty and vain. 

Should the people ratify the choice of the great 

convention for which yeu speak, my only aim 
will be to promote the public good, which in 
America is always the good of the greatest 
number, the horfSr of our country, and the wel- 
fare of the people. 
‘ The questions to be settled in the National 
contest this year are as serious and important 
as any of the great governmental problems that 
have confronted us in the past quarter of a 
century. They command our sober judgment 
and a settlement free from partisan prejudice 
and passion, beneficial to ourselves and befitting 
the honor and grandeur of the Republic. They 
touch every interest of our common country. 
Our industrial supremacv, our productive capac- 
ity, our business and commercial prosperity, our 
labor and its rewards, our National credit and 
eurrency, our proud financial honor, and our 
splendid free citizenship—the birthright of every 
American—are all involved in the pending cam- 
paign, and thus every home in the land is 
directly and intimately connected with their 
proper settlement. Great are the issues involved 
in the coming election, and eager and earnest 
the people for their right determination. 

Our domestic trade must be won back, and 
our idle working people employed in gainful 
occupations, at American wages. Our home 
market must be restored to its proud rank of 
first in the world, and our foreign trade, so 
*precipitately cut off by adverse National legis- 
lation, reopened on fair and equitable terms for 
our surgins agricultural and manufacturing prod- 
ucts. tection and reciprocity, twin meas- 
ures of a true American policy, should again 
command the earnest encouragement of the 
Government at Washington. Public confidence 
must be resumed, and the skill, the energy, and 
the capital of our country find ample employ- 
ment at home, sustained, encouraged, and de- 
fended against the unequal competition and seri- 
ous disadvantages with which they are now 
contending. 

The Government of the United States must 
raise enough money to meet both its current ex- 
penses and increasing needs. Its revenues should 
be so raised’as to protect the material interests 
ef our people with the ligntest possible drain 
upon their resources, and maintain that high 
standard of civilization which has distinguished 
our count for more than a century of its 
existence. e ineome of the Government, I 
repeat, should equal its necessary and proper 
expenditures. A failure to pursue this policy 
has compelled the Government to borow money 
in a time of peace, to sustain its credit and 
pay its daily expenses. This policy should be 
reversed, and that, too, as speedily as pos#ible. 

It must be apparent to all, regardless of past 
party ties or affiliations, that it is our paramount 
duty to provide adequate revenue for the expen- 

of the Government economically and pru- 
administered. This the Republican Party 
tofore done, and this I confidently be- 
lieve it will do in the future, when the party is 
in intrusted with power in the executive and 
Iepisiative branches of our Government, 
he National credit, which has thus far fort- 
unately resisted every assault upon it, must, and 
will, be upheld and strengthened. If sufficient 
revenues are provided for the port of the 
Government, there will be no necessity for bor- 
rowing money and increasing the public debt. 

The complaint of the people is not against 
the Administration for borrowing money and 
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folloWing ‘résumption, there was a steady reduc- 
tion of the public debt, while the gold reserve 
Was Sacredly maintained, and our currency and 
credit preserved without depreciation, taint, or 
suspicion. If we would restore this policy that 
brought us unexampled prosperity for more than 
thirty Years under the most trying conditions 
ever known in this poumias—-the poles by which 
We made and bought more goods at home and 
sold more abroad—the trade balatice would be 
quickly turned in our favor, and gold would 
come to us and not go from us in the settlement 
*f all such balances in the future. 

The party that supplied by legislation the vast 
revenues for the conduct of our greatest war, 
that promptly restored the credit of the country 
at its close, that from its abundant revenues 
paid off a large share of the debt incurred in this 
war, and that resumed specie payments, and 
placed our paper currency upon a sound and 
enduring basis, can be safely trusted to preserve 
both our credit and currency with honor, stabil- 
ity, and inviolability. The American people hold 
the financial honor of our Government as sacred 
as our flag, and can be relied upon to guard it 
with the same sleepless vigilance. They hold its 
preservation above party fealty, and have often 
demonstrated that party ties avail nothing when 
the spotless credit of our country is threatened. 

The money of the United States, and every 
kind or form of it, whether of paper, silver, or 
gold, must be as good as the best in the world. 
It must not only be current at its full face value at 
tiome, but it must be counted at par in any and 
every commercial centre of the globe. The sa- 
gacious and far-seeing policy of the great men 
who founded our Government, the teachings and 
acts of the wisest financiers at every stage in 
our history, the steadfast faith and _ splendid 
achievements of the great party to which we he- 
long, and the génius and integrity.of our people 
have always demanded this, and will ever main- 
tain it. The dollar paid to the farmer, the wage 
earner, and the pensioner must continue forever 
equal in purchasing and debt-paying power to 
the dollar paid to any Government creditor. 

The contest this year will not be waged upon 
lines of theory and speculation, but in the 
light of severe practical experience and new and 
dearly acquired knowledge. The great body of 
our citizens know what they want, and that they 
intend to have. They know for what the Re- 
publican Party stands, and what its return_to 
power means to them. They realize that the Re- 
publican Party believes that our work should be 
done at home, and not abroad, and everywhere 
proclaim their devotion to the princinles of a 
protective tariff, which, while supplying ade- 
quate revenues for the Government, will restore 
American production and serve the best interests 
of American labor and development.

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Washington Gardeners Getting Ready 


for the Christian EXndeavorers. 


WasHINGTON, June 28,—Much enthusiasm 
is manifested here over the arrangements 
for the International Christian Endeavor 
Convention, which will be held here in July. 
The officials in charge of the public parks 
and gardens have laid out the Christian En- 
deavor monogram and combinacion of the 
letters ‘‘ Y. P. 8. C. E.”’ in flowers and gayly 
colored leaves. The work of floral decoration 
will be artistic, and will make the many 
parxs of the city additionally attractive. 

The largest design will be just east of 
the Washington Monument, on a triangular 
plat. In the centre is an immense circular 
bed, in which are planted 1,200 plants of 
various shades, harmoniously blended and 
symmetrically arranged. The large silver 
star in the centre, an emblem which has 
been adopted by the convention, finds con- 
spicuous space in the centre of the con- 
vention flag. The plants will be in full de- 
velopment in July, and the bright silver of 
the star and brilliant red of the lettering, 
together with the rich gold of the scroll- 
work, will make this bed one of the finest 
and most attractive, as well as the largest, 
in the city. : 

The churches also are actively planning 
for elaborate decorations. The National 
colors, of course, will play an important 
part in these, and, in addition, the special 
colors of the State which each church will 
entertain will be used effectively, The busi- 
ness houses of Washington are quite ac- 
customed to decorating, because the city 
has come to be so exceedingly popular as.a 
convention city, but from the present indi- 
cations it is likely the decorations of the 
stores will exceed those of previous gath- 
erings. 

Three mammoth tents are about to be 
erected on the White Lot, and the seating 
capacity of the five large churches imme- 
diately in the vicinity of the tents will be 
increased to the utmost by the addition of 
folding chairs. Thus nine simultaneous 
meetings, with audiences aggregating 
40,000, will be conducted throughout the 
sessions of the convention. 

Great attention has been given to the 
work of organizing the choirs which will 
lead the singing at the meetings. Over 4,500 
members of the local societies have been 
rehearsing every week for the last two 
months. 

Among several new features which will 
be introduced at the convention this year 
will be **A quiet hour,’’ which will be ob- 
served on the opening night at each of the 
preliminary services, which will be held in 
a number of the city churches.

| BALTIMORE PLAYERS WIN CUPS. 


Close Contests in Final Games—Ham-— 


ilton Trophy Goes to the Club It 
Was Named For—Short Suit Sys- 
tem Comes to Grief—New-York 
Team Follows American Leads— 


Players Declare the Brooklyn 


Congress a Great Success, 


! Guerrilla play in whist and short-suit sys 
tems got a set-back in the great National 
whist tournament at the Oriental Hotel 
last week. The results of the games for 
the three cups which ended in the small 


hours of Saturday night show a clean 
sweep for the men who adhere to the ortho- 
dox game and play according to the prin- 
ciples as laid down by “ Cavendish,” Trist, 
Drayson, and the other recognized authori- 
ties. 

Incidentally, the main prizes were monop- 
olized by the Eastern clubs, for the West- 
ern teams and pairs failed to win a single 
one of value. Philadelphia gets the cham- 
pionship cup, formerly and still popularly 
known as the Hamilton Trophy, after an 
exciting final series with Baltimore, and 
the latter city secured the Minneapolis 
Trophy in the closest sort of a finish with 
the Philadelphians. 

While the Quakers and the Orioles were 
siruggling for the supremacy in these two 
contests, the team from the Whist Club 
ci New-York wee stenaey building up @ 
score for the American Whist League Tro- 
phy that gave the metropolis this coveted 


prize. 

The Hamilton Club of Philadelphia, which 
sent the winning four to Manhattan Beach 
for the trophy bearing its name, has taken 
part in every contest for the cup since it 
was first offered for competition in 1892. 
Hitherto its players have been unsuccessful 
though they have always earned a Race in 
the semi-final or finalgames. Milton C. Work, 
Captain of the winning team, is strongly 
opposed to the fads that have arisen in late 
years, and his men also pin their faith to the 
long suit game. Their opponents in the final 
series Saturday, the Baltimore team, also 
owe their success in the preliminary and 
ov tema to strict adherence to the regular 

eaqds.. 

The four from the Whist Club of New- 
York have been frequently called ‘“ short 
suiters,’”’ but there is indisputable evidence 
that this is a misnomer. After they had 
been proclaimed winners of the American 
‘Whist League Trophy, the question was 
put to their Captain, Clarence A. Henriques, 
and E. A. Buffinton, another of the team, 
“Did you employ what is kmown as. the 
short suit system in these matches?” 

“ Absoluely no,’”’ was the instantaneous 
reply, Col. Buffinton adding, ‘‘ And I did 
not open a single short suit throughout the 
entire play.” 

Though the congress was over early Sat- 
urday, most of the delegates remained till 
the tournament was finished. Many of 
them were so interested that they would 
. not take part in the progressive straight 
whist match that evening, and the long 
row of square tables with green cloth tops 
set out in the billiard room for this contest 
was only half occupied. “ Cavendish” and 
Prof. Whitfeld, the English visitors, were 
at the head of the column, but did not 
hold enough winning cards to get the top 
Score. By 11 o’clock the “luck”? game was 
over, and the top score of 33 was made by 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Payot of San Fran- 
cisco. The prize was a rabbit’s foot hand- 
somely mounted, and Mrs. Payot was as- 
sured that fortune would follow her here- 
after. She came down to breakfast in the 
morning with a splitting headache, and de- 
clared that whatever a rabbit’s foot might 
do at cards it was not a charm against the 
ills of the flesh. 

Few of those who were not in the matches 
for the trophies retired until the result of 
the second half for the Hamilton Trophy 
finals was announced. The two teams of 
the Hamilton and Baltimore Clubs were 
off in a quiet corner of the Oriental Hotel, 
and only the managers of the tournament 
were allowed to enter the room.. It was 
Teported about midnight that the Hamil- 
tons were nine tricks ahead, with four 
more boards io play.

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MANY SALOONS WILL CLOSE. 


Their Owners Will Be Unable to Pay 
the Raines Law Tax. 


The Raines law will go into full force 
throughout the State on Wednesday, July 
1, and a good many liquor stores and beer 
Saloons whose proprietors are unable to 
pay the high tax of $800 will be closed. 

It was estimated that about 2,000 such 
places would be shut up in this city alone, 
and that their proprietors and bartenders 
would have to join the ranks of the unem- 
ployed. Representative liquor dealers, how- 
ever, claim that not anywhere near that 
number will be crowded out, although in- 
quiries in one police precinct showed that 
the proportion of dealers who will go out 
of business on Wednesday will be not far 
from half of the number that are now do- 
ing business. 

Capt. Ryan of the Oak Street Police Sta- 
tion said yesterday that out of the 170 
liquor dealers in that precinct, fully 70 will 
discontinue business because they cannot 
pay the tax. 

Morris Tekulsky, ex-President of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, said that the 
number of the liquor dealers who were go- 
ing out of business had been much over- 


estimated. As far as he had estimated, not 
over 5 per cent. of the total number will go 
out. There were altogether a little over 
6,000 liquor dealers in the city. A good 
many of those who will close have saloons 
along First, Second, and Third Avenues 
and the side streets. 

Numbers of others would have had to give 
up business, but the brewers came to their 
aid and paid for their tax certificates, Most 
of the dealers whom the brewers took again 
under their wings sold beer, and as beer 
was largely consumed during the Summer 
months they believed that they could make 
money, and the brewers probably believed 
or hoped that the next Legislature would 
make a new excise law. 

Delegate Meisel of the Bartenders’ Union 
also said that fewer liquor dealers were 
going out of the business on Wednesday 
than was at first thougkt. As for the bar- 
tenders, the hotel clause in the Raines 
law had a redeeming feature for them. 
Drinking in Raines hotels on Sunday could 
not be done standing before the bar, and 
customers had to sit at tables. This neces- 
sitated the employment of more bartenders, 
who acted also as waiters. And, as the 
authorities might compel these hotels to 
sell on week Gays as they do on Sunday, the 
employment of extra bartenders would be 
permanent, 

An advertisement appeared yesterday 
Stating that a liquor-tax certificate, framed 
and belonging to Charles Michaelis of 421 
Park Avenue, had been lost, and asking 
the finder to return it to him at that ad- 
awe at take it to 410 East Fifty-eighth 

reet. 

At the latter address a Mr. Spanier said 
he had the advertisement published, 

“How could the framed certificate get 
lost? Did thieves break into Michaelis’s 
place and steal it?’’ Spanier was asked. 

‘No, it was not stolen, but I lost it,’ he 
replied. ‘‘I had framed the certificate, and 
then got into a Sixth Avenue car, and was 
so tired that I fell asleep. At Thirty-fourth 
Street I jumped off in a hurry to take a 
cross-town car, and left the certificate in 
the other car.”’ 

In Brooklyn the Raines law makes it 
mandatory on all liquor dealers who hold 
licenses running beyond July 1 to take out 
new certificates from that date, and for the 
unexpired period of the old licenses the 
holders will have to look to the city for 
compensation. The State certificates are 
redeemable at any time upon petition to the 
department on the dealer’s davit that he 
is not under arrest or indictment for excise 
violations, 

The old Excise Board that went out of 
existence on April 30 reported to State 
Commissioner H. H. Lyman at Albany that 
there were then 4,780 licenses of all Kinds, 
for which the city received a revenue of 
about $850,000. At the close of business in 
the new Copastasent last week Deputy Com- 
missioner Col. Michell had issued 3,005 ¢er- 
tificates in three b eeaden, for which he had 
received $1,736,848.85. Of this revenue 
Brooklyn retains $1,157,899.23, and the State 
receives $518,900.62, and it is believed that 
by er 0 about 400 more certificates will

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CLOSE OF A VARIED CAREER. 


Interesting Events Recalled by the 
Death of Robert H. Berdell. 


In the death of Robert H. Berdell, in this 
city, last week there was closed a re- 
markably active and varied career. Thirty 
years ago Mr. Berdell was conspicuous and 
influential in railroad matters. He was 
President of the old New-York and Erie 
Railroad, which extended from New-York 
to Goshen, and for more than two years, 
beginning in August, 1864, he was President 
of the entire Erie system. He was the 
chief organizer of the Boston, Hartford and 
Erie Railroad, which afterward became the 
New-York and New-England Road. 

The New-York and New-England Railroad 
Company was organized by the holders of 
the Berdell mortgage bonds, which were 
issued by the Boston, Hartford and Erie to 
the amount of $20,000,000. Mr. Berdell was 
able to get the Erie Directors to guarantee 
$5,000,000 of these bonds. His plan was to 
construct a-new railroad route from Boston 
to the Hudson River, connecting with the 
Erie Railway by ferry at Newburg. The 
State of Massachusetts subscribed for 
$3,600,000 of the Berdell bonds. 

An exciting episode in Mr. Berdell’s life 
occured in July, 1876. Previous to that pe- 
riod his wife had obtained a divorce, and nis 
matrimonial troubles led to much bitter- 
ness of feeling and a great deal of litiga- 
tion. He had the sympathy and support of 
his two sons in all of his difficulties, how- 
ever. Wisner Murray, the Mayor of hen, 
was related by marriage to Mr. Berdell’s 
divorced wife. He became offended at cer- 
tain acts of Berdell soon after the divorce 
was granted, and, aided by his brother, he 
horsewhipped Berdell on the main street 
of Goshen one afternoon. Berdell fired at 
the brothers. The bullet struck Wisner 
Murray, and inflicted a fatal injury. Ber- 
dell was arrested, but subsequently set free, 
his plea of self-defense being regarded as 
adequate, 

Beginning in 1875, there was a Long, Ses 
tion over Mr. Berdell’s property. arious 
suits were brought in the courts of this 
city’ and in Goshen. Mr. Berdell alleged 
that he was the victim of fraud and con- 
spiracy on the part of his former wife and 
others, and he sought to recover some val- 
uable New-York real estate which he had, 
in his happier days, deeded in trust to a 
friend of his wife. In 1876 Mr. Berdell’s 
daughter sued him for one-third of his 
estate, and she was awarded $79,260. 

For several years since his retirement 
from his railroad business, Mr. Berdell 
lived at the old St. Nicholas Hotel, in 
Broadway, and until two or three years 
ago he retained certain business interests 
in Wall Street, his office being in the Con- 
solidated Exchange Building. Mr. Berdell 
was a handsome man, and he possessed a 
striking personality. His genial social qual. 
ities drew around him a large circle of 
friends, who enjoyed keenly his vast fund of 
information and local reminiscence,

A TESTAMENT THAT COST $1,200. 


Presented to the Dowager Empress of 
China on Her Birthday. 


On the occasion of the celebration of the 
sixtieth birthday of Tszchi Toanyu Kangi 
Chaoyu Chuang Cheng Shokung Chinien 
Chungshi, Dowager. Empress of China, who 
died a few days ago, the Christian women 
in the empire presented to that royal lady 
a splendid edition of the New Testament 
translated into the Chinese language, in 
token of their regard for her. The book 
was highly decorated with silver and gold, 
and was placed in a casket of silver, in 
which it was presented. Its cost was about 
$1,200. 

When this elaborate volume was printed 
in China, a few additional copies were run 
off the press, and one of these copies, with- 
out the gold and silver decorations, was 
given to the American Bible Society last 
week, to be placed on the shelves of the 
library of that institution, already filled 
with a valuable and curious collection of 
specimens of the Holy Scriptures in every 
tongue and of every age. 

In preparing the gift for the Empress, 
the committee having the matter in charge 
decided that it would be better to present 
only the New Testament, rather than the 


whole Bible, and selected the version known 
as the “‘ Delegates’ ’’ as the most scholarly 
of all the classical versions of the New 
Testament in the Chinese, and as the most 
suitable for the purpose. 

The book is royal quarto size, 10 by 13 by 
2, is printed on the finest per procurable 
and in the largest of movable metallic type. 
The border around each page is of gold. 
The volume given to the Empress was 
bound in silver boards; that belonging to 
the society is bound in costly black moroc- 
co. The ornamentation is that of birds and 
of bamboo in relief. The name of the book, 
“Complete New Testament,’’ is in large 
characters of gold, and in the centre is a 
gilt plate, on which is the inscription ‘* Clas- 
sic of Salvation for the World.”’ According 
to the Chinese, the bamboo 1s an emblem 
of peace and the birds are messengers; the 
design on the covers, therefore, conveyed 
to the Dowager Empress a ‘‘ message of 
peace’ from her Christian subjects. 

In the memorial address which accom- 
panied the gift was the following: 

Among the many just laws which your Ma- 
jesty has established, not the least is that which 
commands the same protection to your Chinese 
subjects as to those of all other religions; there- 
fore, we, a few thousand Protestant Christian 
women throughout the various provinces of your 
empire, though mostly poor, cannot let the au- 
spicious occasion of your imperial Majesty’s 
sixtieth birthday pass without testifying our 
loyalty and admiration. We do so by presenting 
your Majesty with the New Testament, which 
is the principal classic of our holy religion, 
namely, the religion of Jesus Christ, which is 
the only religion that practically aims at the 
salvation of the whole world from sin and suf- 
fering. The truths in this volume have brought 
peace of heart and purity of life, with hope of 
everlasting happiness, to countless millions. It 
has also given to Christian naions the just laws 
and stable government which are the root of 
their temporal prosperity and power. On this 
account, we hear it is a custom in the West to 
present Empresses, Queens, and Princesses with 
a copy of this book on happy occasions in their 
lives. 

The Empress graciously accepted the gift, 
and to the women who had done most in 
arranging for the gift she sent great rolls 
of silk and rich cloths. It is a curious fact, 
however, as told A @ missionary who was 
recently in this city, in speaking of the 
gift to the Empress, that the recipients of 
the bounty of the Empress really received 
only a small and inconsequential portion of 
the royal gifts, for the major part of the silk 
and cloth was stolen by members of the 
Court long before any of it had reached 
those for whom it had been designed by 
the giver. Such, the speaker said, is the 
morality of the Chinese officials.

MR. PLATT ESTABLISHED AT THE 
ORIENTAL HOTEL, 


Many Withcred Olive Branches to Re- 
mind Him of the Past—Politicians 
Not Numerous on the Boss’s First 
Sunday of the Season by the 
Ocean, but the Outlook Is Prom- 
ising—Conference Called for Pre- 
serving the Machine. 


Ex-Senator Platt spent a quiet day at 
his Summer headquarters in the Oriental 
Hotel, Manhattan Beach, yesterday. It was 
his first Sunday this season at what has been 
for many years his Summer residence—the 


scene of his political conferences during 
the preliminaries of the campaigns. He 
seemed much at home in the spacious corri- 
dors and on the chilly verandas, where, in 
quiet corners, he has determined on can- 
didates for Governor and minor offices, and 
has made terms with the representatives of 
Presidential candidates who have come 
there to attempt the quadrennial perform- 
ance called “ placating Platt.” 

A long row. of olive branches, taken 
thither by statesmen who have recognized 
the control of Mr. Platt over State poli- 
tics and the need of his.support, are lying 
withered with the seaweed on the sandy 
beach. One was taken there by Chairman 
Carter four years ago. One was carried 
there by J. Sloat Fassett. One was borne 
by Frederick 8. Gibbs eight years ago. 
And there are others. 

The olive branch does not thrive on the 
flat sands of Manhattan Beach, and expert 
political botanists say that none are to be 
found in Mr, Platt’s vicinity except those 
that have come from other. parts. Mr. 


Platt receives olive branches. He does not 
cultivate a variety of his own. 

As the Tiogan strolled through the corri- 
dors on his first Sunday at the beach a 
scene as barren of politicians as a section 
of the McKinley League headquarters 
spread out before him. The ocean beat 
with such monotony as to remind one of 
Warner Miller’s speeches, and it rained at 
intervals. 

These things did not disturb Mr. Platt. 
He finds renewed vigor in the ocean 
breezes, whether it rain or shine, and b 
making his Summer resort so near 49 Broad- 
way, he may hold his hand firmly on the 
lever that controls his political machine, 
while he is resting. When Warner Miller 
and John E. Milholland, and the anti-ma- 
chinists from Erie County are taking long 
journeys to the Adirondack forests, out of 
sight of man, Mr. Platt begins to saw wood 
on the back porch of the Oriental, and the 
business of politics goes on precisely as it 
does when he is at home, in the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel.

If they are troubied at all, it is because 
of the ambitions of some of their own 
numbers, There are too many of the regu- 
lars who want to be Governor. There are 
a half dozen who have stepped to the front 
and claimed the nomination as theirs by 
right. Among these are Representative 
Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., Hamilton Fish, 
George W. Aldridge, Senator Timothy BE. 
Ellsworth and Secretarv of State John 
Palmer. Those of the organization who do 
not aspire to be Governor—and these are a 
few—do not like the situation. They say 
that the ambition of a half dozen or more 
men to be Governor, if allowed to grow 
during the weeks when the anti-Platt fac- 
tion is making its fight, will be more dan- 
gerous than Warner Miller and Milholland. 
Hence, they wart a lot of these aspirants 
to kill the bees which are buzzing in their 
hats and come to an agreement. They say 
they do not know what may ha n if the 
organization men fall to quarreling among 
themselves, and they are going to bring 
the leaders together and lay the situation 
before them, 

The Republican State Committee has been 
called to meet on Julv 7 at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel. A call for a State Convention 
will be prepared then, and indications are 
that the convention will be held early, prob- 
ably in August. This is ostensibly for the 
purpose of allowing the State campaign to 
start at the same time as the National 
campaign. In reality it is the desire of 
the Platt men to get the selection of State 
candidates before the opposing faction has 
time to make any serious inroads or com- 
plete organizations which may make trouble 
by sending contestants to the State Con- 
vention. 

When the State Committee meets next 
week, it is expected that the candidates for 
Governor will be on hand. Some booms 
will die that day if certain organization 
men are correct. An attempt will be made 
to agree on the candidate, and work in his 


interests will be at once begun. |

Delegates must 
be elected at a special meeting of the 
branch called for that purpose, one week’s 
notice being given. Credentials must be 
signed by the Chairman and Secretary of 
the meeting at which delegates are elected; 
countersigned by the officers of city and 
State councils, when such exist, and dupli- 
cate copies must be forwarded to the of- 
fice of the National Secretary, Room 26, 
Cooper Union, this city. 

The call is signed by Thomas Addis Em- 
met, M. D., President; John I= Crimmins, 
Treasurer, and Joseph P. Ryan, Secretary.

THE NEW TRADES UNION ALLIANCE 
PROPOSES TO ENTER POLITICS. 


First Convention of the Seceders from 
the American Federation of Labor 
and the Knights of Labor—Many 
Races Represented—A Few Wo- 


men Among the Delegates—A 


Large Display of Banners and 


National Flags. 


Wnder a great wreath of flags and ban- 
ners a new labor organization held its first 
convention in Labor Lyceum, at 64 East 
Fourth Street, yesterday. National flags 
hung over the Chairman; there was one on 


each side, another covered the stand upon 
whose marble top he thumped with a heavy 
iron mace to keep the delegates in order, 
and half a hundred banners of the various 
trades unions were scattered here and there 
in the hall. 

The new organization is the Trades Union 
Alliance. It is not an Anarchistic, Com- 
munistic, or Socialistic order, although it 
is to be closely allied to the latter. It is 
made up of different labor unions that have 
seceded from the American Federation of 
Labor and the Knights of Labor. This 
secession was due, said one of the dele- 
gates yesterday, to the iniquity of the 
strike system followed by the two older or- 
ders. Strikes, he said, only injure the strik- 
ers, and there is nothing to be gained in 
fighting against capital, so long as there 
is a large army of unemployed men who 
are ready to work for almost nothing. 

The convention is not to have a perma- 
nent President or Chairman. It will follow 
the somewhat novel plan of electing a tem- 
porary Chairman each day. An Executive 
Committee, which is yet to be elected, will 
have the management of the business of 
the organization. 

The convention was called to order at 
10:30 o'clock in the morning. Daniel De 
Leon acted for a time as temporary Chair- 
man, but was succeeded by Patrick Mur- 
phy of Brooklyn. Ernest Bohm was the 
temporary and later became the permanent 
Secretary. L. Lewis, H. Vogt, A. Waldin- 
ger, E. Hinckler, and A. Shapiro were 


appointed as a Committee on Credentials, 
and L. Schmidt, F. W. Wilson, Charles 
Wilson, T. Ritzlaff, and Leopold Schwartz 
were appointed a Committee on Rules of 
Order. 
Eighty-five trade unions were supposed 
to be represented ‘in the convention, but 
not more than seventy-five delegates were 
resent. Among them were four women 
elegates, who were entered on the list 
as atie Silverberg of the Hatmakers 
of America, Katie Pryor of the General 
Council of Shoeworkers of North America, 
P. Albert of the Ladies’ Tailors’ Union of 
New-York, and Theresa Serber of the Wo- 
men’s Infant Cloakmakers’ Union of New-

BURDEN THIEVES SENTENCED. 





Turner and Dunlop Get Nine Years 
at Hard Labor. 


William Robert Dunlop and William 
Turner, the former servants of I. Town- 
send Burden, who stole $60,000 worth of 
Mrs. Burden’s jewels last December, were 
sentenced to nine years’ imprisonment -at 
hard labor in Sing Sing, yesterday, by 
Judge Cowing, in General Sessions, Part I. 

Before sentence was pronounced, H. Dan- 
iel Pryibil made a plea for clemency for 
Dunlop, who was kis client. He urged 
that Dunlop had saved the State the ex- 
pense of a trial; that he had made all the 
restitution he could, and that it was his 
first offense. Dunlop, his lawyer said, 
wished to be sent tc the Elmira Reform- 
atory, in order to live the crime down, and 
begin life anew when he obtained his free- 
dom. 

Turner’s lawyer, H. Digby Johnson, plead- 
ed that his client had made a full con- 
fession and had pleaded guilty. The law- 


yer mentioned that Turner had _ served 
different English families honestly an¢ 
faithfully since he was sixteen years of 
age. Among those who employed him were 
Lord’ St. Albans, the Marquis of Bristol, 
and Mrs. Adair. 

Mr. Johnson quoted a note which Dunlop 
had sent Turner while they were impris- 
oned in separate cells at Police ead- 
quarters, in which Dunlop said that he 
had not’ made any statement to Capt. 
O’Brien and did not intend to make one. 
Turner should be credited with having 
og the first information to the author- 
ties. 

Judge See in passing sentence, said 
the robbery had been carefully planned and 
executed. He failed to see any mitigating 
circumstances in either of the cases. They 
were not. ordinary sneak thieves, who 
rushed into a house and grabbed the first 
thing at hand. They were in the employ- 
ment of persons who had trusted them and 
had placed confidence in them- 

The Judge said he was told that Dunlop 
went about the house armed, so that there 
was-a possibility of the loss of human 
life if any one had interfered with his 
plans. The defendants were chased over 
half the world before they were caught, 
with an expenditu-e of $10,000 or $12,000, 
and with $10,000 worth of the property 
still missing. 

“Breaches of trust,” Judge Cowing con- 
tinued, “‘are getting far too common, not 
only among servants and people of minor 
trust, but also in high places, among men 
of prominence and elevated station. I 
trust the time will speedily come when 
adequate punishment will be meted. out, 
especially to those where the enormity of 
the offense is great in proportion to the 
great trust reposed in them.,”’ 

The Judge then said that because Turner 
and Dunlop had saved the State the ex- 
pense of a trial, he would take off one 
year from the extreme penalty, which 
would make the term of each of them 
nine years. By good behavior they will 
be released at the end of seven and a half 
years. 

During the sentencing. of the prisoners, I. 
Townsend Burden was in court. He looked 
steadily at his former servants, but ar 
earefully avoided returning his look,.thoug 
they. showed no sigh of emotion. 

District’ Attorney Lindsay gave -out- the 
full text of Dunlop.and Turner’s confession 
yesterday, which does not differ materially 
from the accounts already published in 
THE NEW-YORK TIMES. . 

Mr. .Lindsay, commenting on -the confes- 
sions, said they. agreed only so far as they 
related_to the concealment of the jewelry 
and its'transmisston to England. Each.of 
the thieves blamed the other for having 
originally suggested the robbery. 





BRYANT PARK RESERVOIR SITE. 


Aldermanic Committee Would Have It 
Used for New Library, 


_ The Committee on County Affairs of the 
Board of Aldermen met yesterday, and by 
a majority vote, decided to report in favor 
of the resolution turning the site of the 
Bryant Park Reservoir over to the Park 
Department for use as the site for the 
New-York Public: Library, Astor, Tilden, 
and Lenox foundation. 

This report will be made, however, with 
the condition that the present reservoir 
shall not be interfered with until the pro- 
posed new mains running down town by 
way of Fifth Avenue are completed. 

The Republican majority of the commit- 
tee voted in favor of the proposition to 
turn the site over to the Park Department, 
with the proviso mentioned. Alderman 
Lantry refused to vote, and President Je- 
roloman’s position on the question is un- 
certain.

DECISION FOR J. J. FALLON 





HIS RBEINSFATEMENT AS WARDEN OF 
THE CITY PRISON ORDERED. 


Opinion of the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court—The Charges 
of Incompetency and Inconsistent 
Conduct Declared Not Sustained— 

O’Shea’s Testi- 

mony Characterized as Malevolent 


and Untruthful. 


Deputy Warden 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court handed down a decision yesterday or- 
dering the reinstatement of John J. Fallon 
@s Warden of the City Prison, from which 
office he was removed on Jan. 21. Jus- 


tice Barrett wrote the opinion, in which 
all the Justices concurred. 

Mr. Fallon is a veteran of the civil war. 
He was appointed Warden of the Tombs 
Prison in June, 1891, and was removed 
after a trial on charges ordered by Com- 
missioner of Correction Wright. 

The charges against him were that he 
violated the rules of the prison in admit- 
ting a visitor without searching him, and 
that he had been guilty of cruelty and dis- 
obedience of orders in putting a prisoner 
(Herman) in solitary confinement, without 
food, for two days, and removing him from 
a cell to which he had been returned by due 
authority. 

The greater part of the evidence pro- 
duced against Mr. Fallon at his trial was 
presented by Deputy. Warden O'Shea. 
Charles I. Patterson, who presented Mr. 
Fallon’s appeal to the Appellate Division, 
argued that, as a veteran, Mr. Fallon 
could not be removed without cause, and 
that no cause had been shown, and that 
Deputy Warden O’Shea was untruthful and 
biased, and that Commissioner Wright had 
excluded competent testimony in his deter- 
mination to find cause to remove Mr. Fal- 
lon in order to appoint to the place made 
vacant by his removal one of his own polit- 


ical followers. Mr. Fallon is a Tammany 
Hall Democrat. 
Justice Barrett says in his opinion: 


It is clear, in view of the course and spirit of 
legislation upon this subject, (the veteran luw,) 
that the relator was entitl at least to a fair 
and impartial trial upon «peciiic charges of in- 
competency and conduct inconsistent with his 
position. He was equally entitled to cress-ex- 
amine the witnesses produced in support of the 
charges, and to so cross-examine them fully, ud- 
equately, and without illegal or undue restraint. 


After quoting from decisions of the Court 
of Appeals, Justice Barrett says: 


The question then is, Has the relator been re- 
moved for sufficiept cause after a fair and legal 
hearing? We aré all agreed that this question 
must be answered in thé negative, so far @s the 
first charge and specification are concerned. 
There was no intentional or substantial viclation 
of the rules established by tne Commissioners 
for the government of the City Prison. The ac- 
cusation was founded upon the merest techni- 
eality, and was trivial in the extreme. It was 
always customary for the Warden in his discretion 
to permit visitors tu enter the prison withcut be- 
ing searched. But even if the relator were in 
error with regard to his duty ta this particular, 
there. was still no just ground for removal. 

Indeed, the only effect of the conviction vupcen 
this frivolous charge is to call for careful 
scrutiny of the good faith of the entire proceed- 
ing, and to suggest the existence of these mictives 
which the statute recognizes as possible and 
which it so emphatically aims to check. 

In saying this, we do not intend to reflect upon 
the Honorable Commissioner, but we fear he was 
misled by the main promoter cf the proceeding. 
We refer to one O’Shea,- who, in July, 1895, 
was. appointed Deputy Warden, and who seems 
thereafter to have devoted himself largely to 
watching his superior, the. Warlen, neting his 
acts and doings and getting up.a case against 

m. ; 

It.is impossible for any fair mind to read this 
man’s testimony without. being .convinced ‘of its 
malevolence ‘and. yntruthfulness; .nor. without 
reaching the conclusion that.this trumpery charge 
by him. for partisan, political, 
ne ¥ -eause, and not for conduct in- 
consistent with the position held by the relator. 
While eo Commissioner of consciously 
lending himself:to these purposes,*we cannot but 
regret that his vision was not clearer in pene- 
trating them. : 

Our conclusion is the same as to the subsidiary 
specification of the second’ charge. The relator 
cannot fairly be charged with insubordination, 
because of a change in the location of the pris- 
oner’s ordinary cell. -The responsibility for the 
safety of the jail and of all concerned was upon 
the Warden. 

The only serious question in the case is, Was 
the relator. guilty of cruel and inhuman treatment 
of Herman as charged? If he was, he was prop- 
erly removed. 

That the relator was justified in properly disci- 
plining the prisoner we are all agreed. It would 
be subversive of all discipline. to permit prisoners 
to abuse with impunity those into whose care 
and keeping they are intrusted. The only direct 
testimony that the relator ordered the prisoner 
deprived of all food is furnished by O’Shea. We 
have already seen that but little credit can be 
given to this witness. Keeper Mae's testimony 
characterizes O’Shea’s statement as highly im- 
probavw.e. 


After quoting from the testimony and 
taking up the objections of the Warden’s 
counsel to the ruling of the Commissioner, 
who refused to make Herman answer cer- 
tain questions put to him, the opinion con- 
tinues: 

The ruling was erroneous, and where the con- 
clusion arrived at has plainly resulted from such 
erroneous rulings it is impossible to sustain the 
findings. 

Our conclusion upon the whole case is, first, 
that as matter of fact none of the charges of 
incompetency and conduct inconsistent with the 
relator’s position were sustained, and, second, 
that even if the charge of crue! and inhuman 
treatment had been prima facie made out, it 
was substantial error, going to the root af the 
Commissioner's judgment, to rule out cross-ex- 
amination tending to refute such charge, and to 
show that the prisoner’s sufferings as detailed 
by him, and by him alone, proceeded from 
causes other than the discipline to which he had 
been subjected. 

The determination of the Commissioner should 
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be annulled, and the relator reinstated with $50 
costs and disbursements. 

Commissioner Wright was much surprised 
when told of the decision of the court. 


tice as yet of the reinstatement of Warden 
Fallon. I shall consult the Corporation 
Counsel, and if there is a possible chance 
of appealing from the-decision, I shall take 
the matter to the State Court of Appeals. 
I voted for Fallon’s dismissal because 
believed the ev'dence warranted his re- 
moval, I have no personal feeling in the 
matter. If Fallon must go back to his 
old place, of course the present Warden 
will have to vacate the office.”’ 

Warden Van De Carr was also surprised 
when he heard of the opinion, but he de- 
clined to discuss the matter. 

Deputy Warden O’Shea smiled grimly 
when told of the decision of the court. 
“As a matter of course,” he said, ‘the 
case will be appealed. The Appellate Di- 
vision evidently considers that a Warden 
has a right to make his own laws and 
rules, no matter how they conflict with the 
rules and regulations of the Commissioner. 

Magistrate Deuel, sitting in the Centre 
Street Court, and Justices Jerome, Hayes, 
and Jacobs of the Court of Special Ses- 
sions, declined to make any comments, 
saying that as Judges of inferior courts 
they could not criticise the decisions of the 
Appellate Division. All, however, were of 
the opinion that Commissioner Wright 
would appeal the matter to the State Court 
of Appeals. 

Many of the lawyers whose duties take 
them to the Tombs Warden said eee would 
regret very much to see Warden Van De 
Carr leave the prison. 





IDLEWILD’S PASSENGERS ALARMED. 


Thought Boat Was Going to Pieces— 
Man Would Save His Wheel. 


Just as the steamboat Idlewild, from 
points up the Sound, rounded North Broth- 
er Island, East River, yesterday morning, 
the 200 passengers aboard rushed on deck 
and crowded, terrified, toward the stern. 

A great crash, the noise of breaking tim- 
bers, and the hiss of escaping steam had 
frightened them, and they feared the boat 
was going to pieces. Many thought the 
boiler had exploded. 

The boat was stopped quickly, and Ste- 
phen Mott, the master, with his assistants, 
quieted the crowd by assuring them there 
was no danger. Some of those aboard, 
however, had grabbed life preservers and 
were preparing for the worst. One young 
man, who had just purchased a new bicy- 
cle, had it on board with him. He took 
two preservers—one for himself and one 
for his wheel. ‘ 

The walking beam of the boat had broken 
and also the skeleton beam. The pieces 
crashed through the deck into the engine 
room, demolishing the cylinder and con- 
densor, and nearly Killing William W. 
Clough, the engineer. He was sitting in 
a chair in the centre of the room when he 
was struck by a small piece of iron and 
thrown to one side. This probably saved 
his life, as a piece of the beam weighing 
nearly 300 pounds came crashing through 
immediately afterward, and struck just 
where he had been sitting. 

The engineer ran to the engine room and 
turned off the steam, stopping the engines. 
The engine room was splintered, and parts 
of the lifting rods were bent out of shape. 

The maSter blew the distress signal, and 
the tugboat Howard came to his assistance. 
A line was made fast, and the steamboat 
was towed to the foot of East One Hundred 
and. Thirty-eighth Street, where all the 
passengers were safely landed. The boat 
was later taken to her dock, Pier 24, East 
River. 

It will require three or four weeks to 
repair the damage, which will amount to 
about $7,000. The steamboat Bay Queen has 
been engaged to make the trips in place of 
the Idlewild.

BIG REBATE ON LICENSES 





NEARLY $500,000 TO BE PAID FOR 
THOSE VOID AFTER TO-DAY, 


No Provision for the Reimbursement— 
The Has 
Been Asked for an Opinion—Con- 
troller Fitch Says, if Demands 
Are Made, He Has No Money 


Available—May Be Necessary

Nearly $500,000 will be required to pay 
those whose licenses to sell liquor, granted 
by the local Excise Commissioners, are void 
after to-day. The framers of the liquor 
tax or Raines law made no provision for 
refunding to the holders of such licenses a 


sum proportionate to the fee charged and 
the time the license would have run, while 
it was declared in the law that the holders 
were entitled ‘‘to receive and recover” 
such money. 

No official disputes the right of any one 
whose license has thus been made void to 
Obtain the balance of the fee paid, and no 
licensee fears that he will fail to get the 
money due to him in time. But the officials 
have not yet found any way to such reim- 
bursement, and the prevailing idea is that 
nothing can be done without obtaining an 
enabling act from the Legisiature. 

*“*T cannot see my way clearly in the mat- 
ter,’”” said Controller Fitch yesterday, “and 
the Corporation Counsel has been asked 
for an opinion on the subject. It is my wish 
to arrange for the payment of demands on 
account of licenses voided by the opera- 
tion of the Raines law without having re- 
course to the Legislature. I- do not very 
well see, however, how the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment can act. It sim- 
ply settled on the municipal budget last 
December, and the question now at issue 
is the payment of about $480,000. The city, 
it is true, nad all this money, and is receiv- 
ing a vast sum for its share in the money 
from tax certificates, but these matters 
have to be settled with some. regard. for 
regularity and business methods. 

“If an unexpired liquor license made void 
June 30 by the new law is presented at my 
office and the amount due for the unex- 
pired term is demanded, all I’ can say Is 
that,I have no money to satisfy the de- 
mand.”’ 

Special Deputy Commissioner Hilliard 
said that the reimbursing of those whose 
licenses extended beyond the present month 
was none of his concern. In his cpinion, 
however, such reimbursements, owing to 


an omission in the Raines law, would have 
to be arranged by special legislation. 

“In regard to the surrender of liquor-tax 
certificates,’’ he continued, “it is different. 
The holders have only to come to my office 
and arrange for the payment to them of 
the amount due for the unexpired term. I 
don’t think that I shall be much bothered 
in this respect, as all the holders of tax 
certificates are making money, I hear. 

‘To-morrow sees the end of the operation 
of the old licenses. For tax certificates we 
have received up to date about $4,600,000, so 
that New-York City’s share has been more 
than $3,060,000. From this has to be de- 
ducted the expenses of collection. The 
money received here is put in three banks. 
That for the city goes to the American Ex- 
change Bank, and that for the State io the 
Franklin and .Standard . National Banks, 
When settlement .is to be. made- three 
checks are drawn—two -for the State and 
one for the city—and: forwarded to Albany. 
‘The check, for ‘the city id sent thence tothe 
Controller of New-York. 

“‘Under the. old law abdut. 9,100 licensed 
places . ex «Under ‘the liquor-tax law 
‘ 7,300 applications for tax certificates 
have been received so far. The certificates 
issued have been those to traffic in liquors 
at $800, to storekeepers at $500, and to traf- 
fickers in the newly annexed district at 
$100. Up to now all druggists have seen the 
wisdom of taking out a storekeeper’s li- 
cense,”’ 

‘A problem for the big brewers, who tried 
the experiment. of equipping the beer sa- 
loons and other places over which they held 
mortgages with $800 certificates, was how 
to prevent the person named in the certifi- 
cate from surrendering it and getting the 
money due for the unexpired term. 

“Nothing of this kind will happen,”’ said 
an agent for one of the largest brewing 
concerns. ‘‘ Of course, precautions against 
such rascality have been taken, -but with- 
out them I doubt if a single case of such 
dishonesty would have occurred. I think 
perfect good faith would have been kept by 
the brewers’ saloon keepers. The precau- 
tions are various, but the chief one has 
been to notify the State Excise Bureau that 
a brewer had an interest in the certificate. 
The result of this would be that if a man 
presented a certificate of which notice had 
been received, the brewer would be sum- 
moned, and he and his saloon keeper would 
be invited to settle their dispute legajly be- 
fore the Special Deputy Commissioner could 
take cognizance of the demand for the 
amount due on the certificate. 

“Well, after this there is the assign- 
ment of the, certificate. This does not 
amount to much, as the law provides that 
this shall only be for business purposes. 
Assignments of right to rebate:and powers 
of attorney to collect the amount due are 
more effective. In some cases the mort- 
gage on the saloon stock and fixtures is 
increased, so as to cover the amount ad- 
vanced by the certificate. 

“There would be many difficulties in the 
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way of a man who would try to defraud a 
brewer out of the amount of a certificate. 
Such a man would certainly be doing a 
bad business, and would be watched more 
closely than the other saloon keepers; then 
the absence of the certificate from its place 
in the saloon would be remarked, and be- 
yond this the Excise Bureau is at all times 
the headquarters of agents of the brewers. 
All are the keenest of the keen, and would 
notice the presence of a customer and find 
out his business.”’ 





GRAND NEW RIVER STEAMER. 


Adirondack of the People’s Line Has 
Many New Attractions, 


The last finishing touch has been put on 
the new floating palace Adirondack of the 
People’s Line, and in honor of the event 
a reception was given on board the vessel 
yesterday afternoon. For two hours the 
stately.craft was open for inspection by 
visitors, all of whom found much to ad- 
mire in this finely finished specimen of 
the shipbuilder’s art. 

The Adirondack was modeled and designed 
by ‘John Englis, Vice President of the 
company, who, owing to his association 
for many years with this and other navi- 
gation lines, is familiar with the require- 
ments of the traveling public. The entire 
construction and equipment of the vessel 
was supervised by Charles M. Englis of the 
firm of John Englis & Sons of Brooklyn. 

The hull is built of wood to insure the 
lightness of draught necessary to navigate 
the Hudson as far as Albany. The vessel 
has a length over all of 412 feet, a beam 
of 50 feet, and measures 90 feet from 
guard to guard. She has a gross tonnage 
of 4,500, with a freight capacity of 1,000 
tons net. 

The vessel is provided with collision, 
boiler, and engine room bulkheads; the 
boiler and engine room bulkheads being of 
iron, are carried up around the steam 
chimneys to the dome, or upper deck, of the 
vessel. This entirely separates the boiler 
compartment from the rest of the vessel, 
minimizing the possible extension of fire 
arising in the boiler rooms. 

There are five decks—main, saloon, gal- 
lery, upper gallery, and domé decks. On 
these decks are located 350 staterooms. in- 
cluding 24 parlor rooms, and 4 suites of 
parlors, and bedrooms with brass pbed- 
steads. In addition there are 286 berths in 
the cabins and 120 berths for the crew. 

The staterooms are an entirely new feat- 
ure in the construction of steamboats of 
this class. Each room is entered from the 
saloon, and has a window on the outside 
of the vessel, thus insuring light and ven- 
tilation. All rooms have iron or brass 
bedsteads, and berths which warrant clean- 
“liness and strength. 

On the after part of the main deck is 
located the dining room, another new and 
desirable feature, as this room is surround- 
ed by large windows, which may be opened 
from either top or bottom, affording ample 
ventilation to the entire dining room; these 
windows also permit an uninterrupted view 
of the river on both sides from any part 
of the room. There are also two private 
dining rooms in the extreme after part of 
the vessel, which open into the main dining 
room. These rooms and the lobbies are 
finished in white mahogany, with decorat- 
ed panels in the ceiling, and at each inter- 
section of the panels an electric light is 
depended. The dining room is furnished 
with small round tables seating four, and 
in case of necessity five persons. There 
is seating capacity for about 250 persons. 

The Adirondack is commanded by Capt. 
S. J. Roe, who had charge of the steamer 
Drew of this line from the first day she 
ran. Chief Engineer John Fowks, who has 
had charge of the details of placing the 
machinery in the Adirondack, is in charge 
of the engineer’s department. and W. H. 
Armstrong ds chief steward. E. E. Sprague 
is purser of the vessel. : 

The Adirondack last evening left on her 
maiden trip to Albany. She carried a large 
number of passengers. 





PROPOSED EAS RIVER TUNNEL. 


Scheme Again Before the Aldermen— 
‘They May Favor the Project. ; 


The old scheme of running a tunnel..un- 
der the East River from Adams and Wil+ 
loughby Streets, Brooklyn; - to: Broadway 
and Ann Street, this city, bobbed up again 
yesterday ‘before the Aldermen’s Com- 
mittee on Bridges and Tunnels, to which 
was referred the application of the New- 
York and Brooklyn Railroad Company for 
permission to construct the tunnel in this 
city. 

F. B.. Eslar, a lawyer who represented 
the company, said the proposed tunnel was 
exclusively for a two-track railroad, that 
would facilitate travel between this city 
and Brooklyn. The estimated length of the 
tunnel is. about one mile and three-fifths, 
and the estimated cost $6,000,000. 

Mr. Eslar said the company proposed to 
guarantee the transportation of passengers 
between the City Hall in this city and the 
City Hall in Brooklyn in five minutes. He 
said the company would have offices in 
Park. Row. :

| LINSEED-OIL COMBINATION: 





EFFORTS MADE TO INCREASE THE 
PRICES OF PRODUCTS. 


Meetings Held at Niagara Falis by : 
All the Large Manufacturers from 
the East and West—The Present 
Price of Oil Said to be So Low 
that the Cost of Its Production Is 
Barely Covered—Rules May Re, 


Made ta Govern Sales, 


Efforts to establish harmony of action 
among the linseed-oll manufacturers in this 
country have recently assumed much sig- 
nificance. The condition of the linseed-oil 
market has been unfavorable to profit make 


ing: for several months, sharp competition 
having sent the price down toa point 
that scarcely covers the cost of production. 


Various canferences’ have been held’ ia 


this city and elsewhere within the last 
few weeks, for the purpose of forming @ 
combination to restorn the price of linseed 
oil to a paying basis and to keep it there. 

Nothing of a definite character has been 

accomplished thus far. Nearly all of the 
manufacturers and dealers agree as to the 
desirability of raising the price of the oil 
above its present figure of 37 cents per 
gallon, but the interests involved are so 
diversified that but little actual progress 
in the way of organization: has been made. 
There were two or three largely attended 
meetings at the Internatiomal Hotel, Niag- 
ara Falls, last week, at which numerous 
suggestions were discussed for the forma- 
tion of a mutually protective league, such 
as would not clash with the anti-trust 
law. Representatives of all the leading 
linseed-oil dealers, both East and West, at- 
tended these meetings. 
The National Linseed Oil‘Company, which 
is .sometimes spoken of ¥ ‘the. trust,” 
was represented by its resident, Alex: 
ander Euston. This company. controls 
thirty-seven mills, nearly. ail of which are 
in the West. Besides the National Com: 
pany, there were twenty-seven independent 
mills represented, including some of thé 
largest concerns in the East. These were 
the National Lead Company, the Dean 
Linseed Oil Company, and Campbell & 
Thayer, all of this city.. Arthur: Dean and 
Arnold Thayer of the two last-named con- 
cerns attended the Niagara: Falls meete 
ings on behalf of the New-York City mane 
ufacturers, or. “ crushers,”’.between whom 
and the Western mills there has long ex- 
isted a bitter antagonism, arising, it is 
said, from. the inroads which the latter 
succeeded in making on the business of the 
local establishments. This warfare reached 
a climax May 28, when ‘the. New-York 
manufacturers made’a cut’ of 3 cents a 
gallon in the price of oil, with the view 
of driving their foes from the field. But 
these .tactics proved unavailing, as their 
competitors promptly met the cut by @ 
like reduction. This proved to -be a losing 
game, however, and soon overtures came 
from both sides for a truce, resulting in 
the meetings mentioned. 

One of the propositions submitted was toe 
form a great combination, embracing the 
entire linseed-oil trade in this country, each 
one of its members to be pledged to obey 
its regulations relative to prices, and the 
governing power.to be vested in an Execu- 
tive Board. It is asserted that one of the 
features of the proposed agreement is that 
each manufacturer subscribing to it must 
make a cash deposit of from $100 to $500, to 
be forfeited should he sell below the stipu- 
lated pool price. One of the first things 
that the. proposed combination would do 
would be to advance the price of linseed oll 
at least 5 cents a gallon. : 

The annual consumption of linseed oil in 
the United States is about 33,000,000 gal- 
lons. The present wholesale price is. 37 
cents per gallon, against 58.cents one year 
ago, the prevailing low figures being due 
partly to competition and partly to the 
cheapness of flaxseed, from which, the off~’ 
is‘made. ‘ > 
‘The. Messrs. Dean of the Dean Linseed 
Oil Company, at Front and John Streets, 
in this city, said yesterday that, so far as 
they knew,.nothing of a practical ¢hare 
acter was accomplished ait Niagara Falls, 
There was-.a great deal of talk, but that 
was all. Arthur Dean attended the meetings, 
but he was not very sanguine over the 
prospect. He said the price of linseed oif 
was now too low, and he hoped that some 
lawful means would be found to secure con- 
certed action on the part of linseed-oil 
dealers, so that all might make a fajr 
profit. .

WASHINGTON, June 29.—The President has 
commuted to one year of actual imprison- 
ment the sentence of two years in the Fort 
Leavenworth Penitentiary, Kansas, im- 
posed in September, 1895, on Thomas J.

President La Grange read a typewritten 
letter, in which he dealt with the attitude 
taken by the President and Commissioner 
Ford in the Condon investigation and their 
connection with the passing of some reso- 
lutions which caused Commissioner Shef- 
field to present the resolution out of which 
arose the Condon investigation. In his let- 
ter President La Grange said $4,450 in 
requisitions were passed by him and Mr. 
Ford after Mr. Sheffield, ‘‘ according to his 
habit, had hastened an adjournment in or- 
der to get away.’’ The requisitions were 
passed and signed by the President and 
= Ford, but were held for Mr. Sheffield to 
sign. 

Mr. Ford presented a letter to the board 
in which he explained the passing of the 
requisitions substantially as the President 
had in his letter. 

Mr. Ford moved that Superintendent Con- 
don have until Thursday to answer the re- 
port. Mr. Sheffield voted ‘‘ No,’”’ and Presi- 
dent La Grange declared the motion car- 
ried. The board adjourned to 10:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS, 





CHICAGO, June 29.—Liquidation continued the 
general order in wheat to-day. Holders and 
bulls could evolve no. encouragement from the 
statistical news incident to Monday, and from 
the start the selling was of greater volume 
and importance than the disposition to buy. 
The demands were largely for covering purposes 
and against ‘‘ puts,’’ so that the prestige at- 
tached to it was of no consequence. Before the 
opening curb trading was influenced by large 
receipts in the Northwest—61l cars, against 586 
last Monday and 264 a year ago—and values at 
the start were fractionally lower than at the 
close on Saturday. The visible supply decreased 
959,000 bushels, which, in view of its compara- 
tive smallness, did net tend to stimulate the tone.
